Newton Library by Sarah Hull Chapter, D. R.

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Bronze tablets containing the names 
of the men who enlisted from Newton 
In the War of the Revolution, were uu- 
veiled with Impressive exercises yes¬ 
terday afternoon at the Newton Pub¬ 
lic Library in the presence of a large 
number of representative Newton men 
and women. 

The affair was under the auspices 
of Sarah Hull Chapter, Daughters of 
the Revolution, and was most success¬ 
ful from every point of view. 

The tablets which are placed on 
either side of the inside of the en¬ 
trance to the delivery room, were 
veiled with buff and blue bunting, tne 
colors of the Chapter, joined over the 
arch with draped American flags. 


of the Revolution, was founded in 1B96 
by Mrs. Alexander M. Perris, who was 
its first regent It grew rapidly in 
numbers.

city of Newton? 

The feeling grew thavA->e ought to 
have some kind of a memorial to the 
revolutionary soldiers of Newton but 
what form it should take was not 
clear. 

One night after a meeting when the 
subject had been discussed, your 
chairman after a brief sleep, roused i 
up and said to herself, *'I have it. I 
We should have a bronze tablet that 
will carry the names into the far fu-: 
lure of all of those faithful and loyal 
Jacksons, Hydes, Trow’brldges. Ken- 
ricks, Fullers, and all the rest.” At 
the next meeting this plan w'as 
brought forward, and a committee was 
appointed of which Mrs. Hornbrooke 
was chairman. Although the plan of 
a tablet found favor w'lth many, others 
preferred an out of doors monument 
of granite or marble. 

All plans were considered and w^e 
haunted morble and bronze shops and 
manufactories, at considerable fatigue 
to themselves, but gaining much in¬ 
formation which we would probably 
never otherwise have had. 

Then the question of where the me¬ 
morial should be placed had to be 
considered. Our unique city of New¬ 
ton, with its one city government and 
many villages has its municipal em¬ 
barrassments. We have members from 
nearly all the villages, which should 
b favored. We must be fair to all.

To such materialistic and so-called 
common sense view's, we. the Daugh¬ 
ters of the Revolution, in w’hose veins 
flow' the blood of patriots, who fought 
at Lexington and endured the hard¬ 
ships of Valley Forge, and suffered 
for their country through the long 
seven years, answered that the patri¬ 
otic example of those men should be 
an incentive to patriotism In the young 
today, that by their example of un¬ 
selfish endurance of hardship and 
death If need be for their country, they 
had a right to be remembered, and that 
we believed we were serving the living 
by honoring the noble dead.

EDITORIAL 


Next Tuesday the voters of this city 
•will elect a mayor tor the term of two 
lyears. During that time he will have 
the direction of expenditure of over a 
luilllon and a half dollars annually 
for the education, improvement and 
protection of the life and property of 
the community. 

The selection of such a man ought 
to be carefully considered and decld- 
-.cd, not on personal whims of the vo¬ 
ter. but for the best interests of all. 
Character, ability and experience 
should be the determining factors In 
making this Important decision. 

There are two candidates for this 
'honorable office. Both of them are 
J^ewton born, Harvard bred and life¬ 
long residents of the city. Both are 
men of the highest character and both 
are splendid citizens in every respect. 
There the mutual resemblance ceases. 
>lr. Allston Burr has had over tu'enty 
years' experience In business in Bos¬ 
ton, while Mr. Childs is a lawyer. Mr. 
Burr has served the city of Newton as 
an alderman for dve years (1906-1910) 
with ability and fidelity, and as chair¬ 
man of the Important committee on 
Finance, with marked success. Mr. 
rMlda' public service has been limit¬ 
ed about two years as a member 
uf t e board of health. Mr. Burr, 
therc.'ore, by business training and by 
experience in city affairs Is far bet¬ 
tor (.uallfled to administer the busl* 
Less of the city than his opponent. 

In addition, the voters should not 
fjrget, that on January first, a new 
law takes effect, giving the mayor 
almoi^t autocratic power over the ap- 
prop iatlons made by the city. This 
s^.thority will have a marked influ- 

< 'ce on the tax rate of the city and 

< .lizens may well hesitate before plac- 
1 c great responsibility In the hands 
4 f fin inexperienced and untrained 
i.iar. 

If the voters of Newton will care¬ 
fully investigate the political situa¬ 
tion, bearing these facts in mind, 
there Is no question but what Mr. Ali- 
ston Burr will be elected mayoy next 
Tuesday. 

But Mr. Burr will not be elected 
mayor If our citizens do not vote. It 
is the ballots cast at the polling places 
that count and not the good Intentions 
cf men Vbo remain away from the 
polls. Isn't the issue serious enough 
for the voters of this city to take ten 
minutes’ extra time next Tuesday and 
cast their ballots for Mr. Burr for 
mayor. VOTE FOR BURR. 

In addition to the election of the 
usual city officers next Tuesday, the 
'voters of New’ton are asked to vote ou 
several referendums as well as the an¬ 
nual question in regard to license. 

The first matter after the license 
question Is the acceptance of the act 
to make eight hours a day's work in 
city departments. This matter was 
favorably acted upon several years 
sgo, but recent statutes have changed 
its original shape so that the Legisla¬ 
ture has ordered a second referendum. 
There will be no question but what 
Newton will vote Yes on this matter. 
Slid yet there is every reason why It 
should not. The eight hour day has 
come lo stay and no one will question 
lU udvlsibillty. And yet this eight 
hour day ought to bo a mutter of vol¬ 
untary action rather tliun compulsion. 
The city should have the right to em¬ 
ploy certain men for more than eight 
hours, provided the work of those men 
Is such as to make it possible to secure 
JB full eight hours from otlier forms of 
labor. For Instance, the engineer on 
ttlie steam roller should be allowed lo 
■work a half hour overtime in ordei* 
•that (he roller may he llrod up and

ready for work when the roat of the 
men reached the job. To prohibit the 
engineer from getting ready In advance 
or to require him to quit before the 
others In rase he does begin earlier, is 
.1 distinct economic loss. The same 
thing is true of men who have the care 
of horses used on the work. A com¬ 
pulsory eight hour day seriously in¬ 
terferes with legitimate work of this 
nature and I repent, the matter should 
be voluntary and not statutory. 

The next referendum will, If adopted 
allow the appointment of call firemen 
to be permanent members of the fire 
department without civil service ex¬ 
amination. This matter is not a sorl- 
->118 question in this city but ns a mat¬ 
ter of principle ought to be opposed. 

The third question la similar to that 
overwhelmingly adopted at the recent 
state election when the act to apply 
the workmen’s compensation law to 
county employees was under discus¬ 
sion. The present act will make this 
law apply to city employees, and while 
I shall personally oppose it ns entirely 
I'nnecessary In this city. 1 have no 
doubt It will be accepted by a large 
majority. 

The rumor that Mr. Allston Burr 
!'• the "machine" candidate or the can¬ 
didate of the "machine’’ for mayor, is 
the sheerest nonsense. I went into 
this matter quite carefully two weeks 
ago. but it might be advisable to state 
once more the proceedings which led 
up to Mr. Burr’s nomination. Last 
spring at a representative gathering 
of New'ton Centre residents, a strictly 
Ton-partlsan committee was appoint¬ 
ed to canvass the ward and select a 
man whom that part of the city could 
nresent as its candidate for mayor. 
This committee gave the matter the 
most careful consideration and finally 
decided that Mr. Burr was the man 
they wanted. It took some time, how¬ 
ever. to Induce Mr. Burr to give a 
reluctant assent to their wishes and 
the cordial reception which was given 
the anouncement of his name, indi¬ 
cated that the committee had acted 
wisely. Mr. Burr is not a political 
offleo seeker, and Is not the candidate 
of any “machine" nor of any clique 
or faction. If elected he is under no 
pledges except to glvb to his native 
city that faithful, conscientious serv¬ 
ice which is one of his chief chari^c- 
teristics. 

The only criticism of Mr. Allston 
Burr which is 'Being given circulation 
by his opponents is to the effect rhai 
while a member of the board of aider- 
men. he neglected his duties and that 
his absence from board and commit¬ 
tee meetings was a marked feature of 
his service. The facts are that during 
Mr. Burr’s five years of service on the 
board of aldermen, he was absent in 
Europe on two occasions. 1908 and 
1910, and was away from 8 committee 
meetings out of 23 Iti 1908 and absent 
S committee meetings out of 24 in 
1910. During the other three years 
his record of attendance at commit¬ 
tee meetings was remarkably good, ab¬ 
sent 2 times out of 29 In 1906, at meet¬ 
ings called during the vacation period, 
absent 3 times In 1907 out of 32 meet¬ 
ings. absent 4 times out of 18 in 1909. 
two of those during a short trip to 
Europe. Mr. Burr's record in this re¬ 
spect Is above the average and criti¬ 
cism of this sort only indicates the 
lengths his opponents have to go in 
order to raise an Issue in the cam¬ 
paign. 


The police department deserves lit¬ 
tle credit,for prosecuting a local drug¬ 
gist for a technical illegal sale of al¬ 
cohol and Judge Kennedy should be 
commended for continuing the case 
until next spring. A spotter employ¬ 
ed by the police purchased a small 
quantity of*alcohol from this druggist, 
signing his name as the law requires. 
A half hour later he returned and told 
the druggist he had "lost” the bottle 
first purchased, giving the impression 
that he had dropped and broken it. 
He was sold another quantity of alco¬ 
hol. and as the druggist considered 
both transactions as one sale, he did 
not require a second signature, as a 
strict compliance with the law would 
Indicate. For this innocent neglect 
he was summoned to court. I do not 
believe the citizens of .Newton desire 
prosecutions or rather persecutions of 
this nature and if methods of this sort 
have to be used. It only shows that the 
druggists of .Newton are at least, com¬ 
plying with the spirit of the law re¬ 
garding the sale of intoxicants. 


Tlie publication of a letter from the 
Good Government Association In this 
jiaper last week in regard to the posi- 
lion taken by Mr. Childs lust spring 
in the agitation on the matter of sixth 
class liquor licenses was not intended 
lo discredit Mr. (.'hilds, but was meant 
to counteract claims made by some 
of .\ir. Childs' too enthusiastic friends 
that lie was the "head and front" of 
that movement, and therefore entitled 
10 the support of men who favored 
iliat policy in our city. .Mr. Childs Is 
a ii'ue friend of temperance In every 
respect and has done splendid work in 
(hat dlrct'tlon in the past. Hut I am 
ceriuin he does not wish to give any 
one a false impression of what he be¬ 
lieves on the policy of granting slxlli 
class liquor licenses in this city, and 
Ur. Brant's letter makes that position 
fairly clear 


It Is a matter of regret that promi¬ 
nent Chestnut Jllll residents full to 
recognize the actual necessity for 
widening portions of Hammond street 
in that part of the city. Everyone 
passing thru this street either on foot 
or on wheels knows that the right 
angled corner near the ledges should 
be rounded so that approaching veh¬ 
icles can be seen. To refuse to widen 
this dangerous place on the ground 
that such widening would be an In¬ 
vitation to automobilists to use the 
street, may be good reasoning in the 
buck woods, but hardly applies to a 
city like Newton. The curve on the 
^ame street near the Chestnut Hill 
vtutlon is another place requiring the 
attention of our city fathers, and these 
two spots should have imiii'^idlate at¬ 
tention before a serious accident oc¬ 
curs. 


The veto of (he mayor of certain 
hems in the annual budget because 
they are not suttlclent to meet his 
views, is an unusual ground for exe¬ 
cutive dlsapprcvul. Inasmuch as the

SECRET SESSIONS 


President Arthur W. Blakcmore of 
the board of aldermen has written the 
following letter in reply to questions 
'elatlve to private sessions of the city 
overnment asked by the Auburndale 
Good Government Association; 

Mr. E. J. Winslow, 

Auburndale, Mass. 

□ear Sir:— 

Replying to your favor of the 27th 
Inst., I beg to say that your question 
Whether I regard the practice of con¬ 
ducting the final consideration of the 
budget behind closed doors as likely 
to be detrimental to the interests of 
the city." 1 should answer In the nega¬ 
tive. 

Your question "Whether I think a 
ubilc consideration of the subjects 
discussed last Monday would have been 
injurious to any one," I should answer 
in the affirmative. I tnink It would 
have been injurious to the city. 

In answer to your question "Whether 
( think that such executive sessions 
are In accordance with the intentions 
)f the framers of the city charter," 
my reply is "yes." It is just as cus¬ 
tomary and proper for the Board to 
resolve itself into a committee of Che 
whole as it is to refer any matter to 
a committee of the Board to be con- 
tdered in secret. The Board has all 
the rights and privileges of any de¬ 
liberative body. The practice of going 
into a committee of the whole suspends 
the regular session and Is an informal 
meeting for the purpose of advising 
together formally. This the members 
of the Board have a right to do at any 
time. They can meet Informally at 
some member's house and talk things 
over, although of course no action 
taken at any such meeting is of any 
effect. The city charter provides In 
section 13 that "all meetings shall be 
public except when action is taken 
upon appointments or removals." I 
conceive that this means that all our 
votes shall be public. When the Board 
^oes into a committee of the whole. It 
is no longer a meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen but Is an informal assembly 
of the members of the Board for the 
purpose of discussing Inforniany city 
business. To say that the Board had 
no power to do this seems to me to be 
an absurdity, as It would also prevent 
any committee from discussing mat¬ 
ters in secret. In this I am supported 
by the long practice of the Board and 
by the opinion of the City Solicitor. 

Answering more fully as to the meet¬ 
ing on last Monday night, 1 beg to say 
that I was and still am In favor of the 
fullest pnllclty In regard to city affairs 
except where questions of personality 
are Involved and I believe in such 
questions only harm Is done to the city 
by public discussion, us one member 
may well criticize some city official 
although the official may be supported 
by all the other members, and the ac¬ 
count of our meeting gives only the 
' rlticism and not the support of the 
city official ill question. This leads to 
a false notion in the public eye of the 
competency and efficiency of the ex¬ 
ecutive and tends to disorganize the 
departments and injures the reputa¬ 
tion of the city for decency and good 
government. 

Referring more particularly to the 
meeting Monday night, I beg to say 
that when 1 reached the Board 1 found 
that the only questions at issue among 
(he members were questions of salar¬ 
ies, which it was obvious cannot be 
discussed in public without grave in¬ 
justice to the city officials and serious 
embarrassment to the members of the 
Board. As a matter of fact, all we did 
discuss during our four-hour session 
were iiuestlons of salaries, with the ex¬ 
ception that the management of two 
departments was somewhat discussed. 
Tills all involved personalities and I 
believe it would have been a grave 
error to have had this discussion 
formal and public rather than Informal 
and private. 

All questions which do not Involve 
personalities, as the policy of the city 
as to bond Issuee and other matters, 
I believe should be discussed in pub¬ 
lic and they always have been so die- 
cussed.

REV. DR. DIKE DEAD 

Rev Dr. Samuel W. Dike, a well- 
known Congregational clergyman, died 
Wednesday at his home In Auburn- 
dale, in his 75tli year, nfler a few days' 
Illness. 

Dr. Dike was born In Thompson. 
Conn., Feb. 18. ISSP. After his gradua¬ 
tion from Willislon Seminary in 1868 
he studied two years in Hartford The¬ 
ological Seminary. Then he went to 
Andover Theological Seminary, from 
which he graduated In 1866. In 1888 
WIllianiB College gave him the degree 
of LL.D. 

He was ordained to the Congrega- 
tiontlonnl ministry in 1869, and later 
liad pastorales in Royalton and Ran¬ 
dolph, Vt., remaining in each town 
eight years. Then he served for a 
shorter lime as pastor In I’omfret, 
Conn. Ho has resided In Atiburndnlo 
about 23 years. 

Dr. Dike was married to Miss Au¬ 
gusta M. Smith of Montpelier, Vt.. 
Oct. 29. 18’^2. She survives, with these 
four children; Miss >1icc Dike, a 
teacher in Simmons College; George 
P. Dike, n Boston patent lawyer; Miss 
Elizabeth A. Dike, a teacher In the 
Wlnsor School In Longwood, and Theo¬ 
dore W. Dike of Alberta, Can. 

Dr. Dike contributed frequently to 
sociological, political and religious 
movements through his books and 
magazine articles. His writings In 
part, led to the organization of the 
Divorce Reform League in 1881. This 
afterward became the National League 
for Protection of the Family, and Dr. 
Dike became its corresponding secre¬ 
tary. 

He conceived the plan of a "borne” 
department in Sunday schools, which 
spread rapidly throughout the world. 

The funeral will take place In the 
Congregational Church. Aiiburndale, 
tomorrow afternoon at 2.15 P. M. Bur¬ 
ial will be private'.

The following letter was recently 
sent to the General Manager, Boston 
& Albany R. R., Boston, Mass. 

Dear Sir: — 

I would suggest that special orders 
be given and some Inspection made to 
see that those orders are followed out 
to give better service at Riverside to 
patrons between the Newtons. 

I am but one of many who travel be¬ 
tween the Newton stations on the main 
line to the Newton stations on the 
Highland branch and vice versa just 
as little as possible on account of the 
poor service connecting at Riverside. 
As ‘to myself, and 1 think there are 
many others in similar circumstances, 
I would probably, without exaggera¬ 
tion, travel between the two sections of 
Newton ten times as often as I do If it 
were not for tlie poor service. 

This is not so much in reference to 
the very aggravating schedule that was 
adopted when Boston was discontinued 
as a terminal, but It is the utter indif¬ 
ference of the conductors and train¬ 
men, the disguising trains and the con¬ 
fusion to patrons In having the con¬ 
ductor or trainman of the train want¬ 
ed, indistinguishable from the other 
employees iir going on and off duty/ i 

Trains will make up with the last r^r 
of many hardly up to the station on tne 
track, that car vesflbuled with the door 
closed, at night tline hardly lighted, 
the cars beyond are'baggage cars and 
what is beyond that cannot be dis¬ 
tinguished on account of the curve, no 
conductor or trainman around to tell 
you, the train crawls off with every 
appearance of going Into the yard when 
it is the train you want; other trains 
will come in with every appearance of 
being the train you want but they go 
Into the yard, conductors and train¬ 
men not always to be found, announce*- 
ments are not always made and when 
made are possibly an "all aboard" un¬ 
dertone, which might apply to trains 
on (he main line or train going the 
other way so far as a waiting patron 
is concerned. 

In the old days when Boston was a 
terminal and trains went right thru, 
there was no danger of this getting 
left at Riverside. If those iiappy con¬ 
ditions cannut be renewed, somebody 
with authority over the conductors, 
trainmen and others at Riverside 
should see that patrons In the station 
plainly understand announcements and 
wliat tliey moan for the public service.

T he Cherry Hill Farm herd con¬ 
sists of Jerseys and Guernseys, 
with a few grade cows of other 
kinds. It is the consensus of opinion 
among physicians that the best milk is 
that from a mixed herd of healthy cows. 

The cows are subjected to the tu¬ 
berculin test twice every yeor, no ani¬ 
mal being admitted to the herd until 
it has received this test. 

That there may be no dust during 
milking, the floors and cows are 
spra^y'ed and no feed is given until 
milking is over. The cows are thor¬ 
oughly groomed, washed with water and 
soap, and dried with towels, to be sure 
that they are clean and that there is no 
opportunity for dirt to get into the milk.

'as they are today and of the ancient 
ruins, including one of a temple that 
evidently hud never been completed, 
for the columns are as yet unfluted. 
In many places these ruins He heap 
upon heap without a part missing, 
probably having been overthrown by 
earthquake. Everywlierc these ruins 
are most impressive. After describ¬ 
ing many parts of the island she told 
of the trip of herself and her two lady 
companions to Castrogiovannl, a place 
they were told was not safe for ladies 
to visit unaccompunied. This old Sar¬ 
acen city is situated upon a high table¬ 
land in the central part of the Island 
some 3000 feet above the sea. By 
good fortune her party secured the' 
services of a guide who had spent a | 
year in Boston.

BRONZE TABLETS UNTEILED 
((Continued from Page 1) 

After a little while It was decided 
that our memorial should take the 
form of bronze tablets, Such was the 
noble and patriotic record of Newton 
that we found we must have two tab¬ 
lets instead of one to carry the four 
hundred and thirty names of our rev- 
olutionarv soldiers. 

It was also decided that the best 
possible place for them was in our' 
noble free library which belongs to 
all citizens, and It is constantly fre-l 
quented by the young, and we also de¬ 
cided that it would be a privilege to 
present them to our beloved city. 

A minor detail must be considered. 
\s most people know, the spelling of 
names is exceedingly various, and was 
much more so a hundred and more 
years ago. My own great grandfather, 
Valentine Prentise, had his name in 
his seven years of service, spelled five 
different w'ays on old muster and pay: 
rolls. Considering this, and to avoid 
future criticism, your chairman sev¬ 
eral times in the local and Boston 
press, called attention to our project, 
and asked any descendant of a New¬ 
ton revolutionary soldier, not satis¬ 
fied with the spelling In Jackson's 
History to conimunlcaie with us and 
we would have it corrected. No one 
replied. I hope no one wilt be dis¬ 
pleased by the spelling we have fol¬ 
lowed. If any one is, 1 shall say, “My 
Dear Sir or M&dnm. we gave you am¬ 
ple opportuniiy to have your ancestor’s 
name spelled as you wish, but now our 
tablets are cast and what is written 
is written.” 

Madame Regent our time in this 
place is short, hut wc must be allowed 
time to thank those who have loyally 
helped us. 

To Mrs. Ferris, our Founder, your 
committee wish to give heartfelt 
thanks for her untiring help and in¬ 
terest. Our present and past regents 
have loyally helped us. 

1 wish to give niy personal thanks 
to the Memorial Committee who have 
loyally stood by. To one member, my 
personal thanks, the thanks of the 
Chapter and of the city are especially 
due. Miss Clara J. Coburn, a former 
regent, has stood by like the daugh¬ 
ter of a hero. She patiently and faith¬ 
fully took care of tiresome detail, and 
has been absolutely unwearied in her 
patriotic zeal. She would depreciate 
any public notice of her work but 
honor to whom honor is due. 

To our library trustees we give 
thanks for their kind Interest. To our 
librarian, Miss Thurston, and her as¬ 
sistants, we give thanks for their 
constant and helpful interest. We 
wish to thank our artist. Mr. George 
D. Tilton for his personal and patri¬ 
otic Interest. And finally, we thank 
all the daughters and friends who have 
^iven a helping hand. 

Our chapter was named for a noble, 
and self-sacriflcing woman, Madam 
Sarah Hull, the wife of Gen. William: 
Hull. We are fortunate in having I 
with us, Mr. Charles F. Read, her! 
great-grandson. It seemed fitting that! 
to him should be given the honor of 
unveiling our tablets. 

Mr. Read said;— 

1 esteem it a great privilege in be¬ 
ing selected, as a great grandson of 
William and Sarah Hull, to unveil to¬ 
day this splendid memorial to the 
men of Newton who participated in 
the American Revolution. 

You have chosen a most appropriate 
setting for this memorial, for in the 
coming years as the citizens of New¬ 
ton, and especially the youth of the 
city, come here to study the literature 
of this and other countries, they will 
see before them in enduring bronze 
the names of the citizens of the town 
of Newton who served their country 
in the time of its oppression and 
thereby helped to lay the foundation 
of the beneficent government under 
which we live today. 

The memorial having been complet¬ 
ed and the time appointed for its dedi¬ 
cation having arrived, 1 unveil it to 
your expectant eyes. May it long en- 
uure as a silent witness of valiant 
deeds accomplished in the Revolution 
under the leadership of the immortal 
Wusliington.

Mr. Mayor, representing the Sarah 
Hull Chapter, Daughters of the Revo¬ 
lution, 1 suleinnly give and bequeath 
these tablets to the City of Newton, 
tlirough yon, its representative, hop¬ 
ing, trusting, praying and believing 
these bronze pages of history tlial thG> 
will lead) cliildren yet unborn that It 
Is sweet and glorious for one's na- 
. > e land to die. 

Mayor Hatfield said it was a great 
pleasure In lielislf ot tne city i *. 
cept these beautiful toblets not only 
us a inomoriul of the Chapter, but us 
an example to future generations. The 
tulilels will mean mucii to our chil¬ 
dren. but we should not forget the 
large number of people in our country, 


to whom these memorials moan noth- 
,ig, aiiu wtio should be taught onr 
own ideals of patriotism and rever¬ 
ence, Mr. Hatfield also hoped that In 
the future other tablets would be er¬ 
ected to the women ot the Revolution 
who had equal honor in that great 
struggle with the men. 

After prayer by Rev. Dr. Smart the 
exercises were closed with the singing 
jf '‘America,” accompanied on the 
ornet 

The tablets are of bronze, one wltn 
the seal of the State of Massachusetts 
at the top, the other with the seal of 
Sarah Hull Chapter, D.R. They were 
designed by Mr. George T. Tilton and 
made by the Woodland Bronze Co. of 
Newburyport. 

Immediately after the exercises at 
the Library, a reception was given by 
no (Miaptcr at the Hunnewell club¬ 
house. In the receiving line were 
Mrs. Franklin E. Smith, regent of the 
Chapter, and the members of the Me- 
nonnl committee, Mrs. P. B. Horn- 
brooke, Miss Clara J. Coburn, Mrs. A.

Rev. Edward M. Notes, D.D., pastor 
of the First Church in Newton, then 
gave a most interesting talk, full of 
interesting historical facts about New¬ 
ton. He said in part:—Memory of the 
past is the basis for all material and 
spiritual progress. These Revolution¬ 
ary heroes were men who knew what 
patriotism meant. Just as no one 
knows what love means until touched 
by the heights of sacrifice, so no one 
knows what patriotism means until 
one is ready to serve, to suffer and to 
die for one's country. Church and 
state in former times were one and no 
one could vote unless he was a church 
member. Dr. Noyes dryly inquired how 
many votes would be cast nowadays 
if this qualification was still In force. 
Those men were profoundly interest¬ 
ed in religion and the survivors of the 
Concord flght on their return stood up 
in the Newton church and thanked 
God. 

The tablets, Mr. Noyes suggested, 
would not only be seen by our own 
children, but as the children of our 
foreign population were our most assi¬ 
duous readers, would meet their eyes 
as they left Che library and make them 
realize that these men not only fought 
for their own homes and country, but 
made it possible for them also to havd 
a home In this country.

Edwin O. Childs, Jr., who will be In¬ 
augurated Mayor on January 12. 1914, 
will he the 19th Mayor of the city. 

Mr. fThilds was born In Newton, 
August 10, ISIO. the son of the iate 
Edwin O. (Childs, and Mrs. <!arolin6 
Chaffin Childs. 

He was educated In the schools of 
Newton, graduating from the Bigelow* 
School In 1891 and the Newton High 
in 1896. He graduated from Harvard 
University In 1899 and later studied 
law at Boston University Law School, 
getting his LL.B In 1901 and being ad¬ 
mitted to the bar In the same year. 

In 1608 he w’as appointed by Mayor 
Hutchinson a member of the Board of 
Health of Newton, where he has 
served for the past five years. 

He has always been active In civic 
and philanthropic work In Newton 
and has for years given unsparingly 
of his time and energy In efforts to 
promote good c'*izcn8h)p and develop¬ 
ment of character among the young 
men of Newton. 

r or the past seventeen years he has 
bCvH 'De leader and head of the work 
at th(. No lantum Boys’ Club, where, 
under his guidance, an organization 
was formed ly and. for the boys and 
young men of that section of this city. 
This club and Its senior organization 
have been big factors In the communi¬ 
ty In which they are located and the 
boys from the cradle to manhood have 
adopted "Ned” Childs as their older 
brother. 

He has also been tdeotifled with the 
Eliot Church and the North Congrega¬ 
tional Church and has been active In 
the Newton Y. M. C. A. 

Mr. Childs w’as married Jan. 11, 
1908, to Miss Mildred Roy and since 
that time they have made their home 
near the club In which they have been 
so much Interested. 

In July of this year Mr. Childs was 
appointed by Governor Foss a mem¬ 
ber of the Commission to Investigate 
Drunkenness In the CommoDwealth.

A tw'o alarm Are. preceded by a stili 
alarm, took place on Sunday after¬ 
noon at the Country Day School on 
.Nonantiim street, near the Brighton 
line. The new motor pumping engine 
proved its value, for the building Is on 
a hill and over 1000 feet of hose had 
to be laid to reach it. The two alarms 
brought three engines, three automo¬ 
bile combinations, three iadder'trucks 
and live hose wagons, the Brighton 
Are department answering the call as 
well as the Newton apparatus. 

Several servants were the only In¬ 
mates of the house, and one of them. 
William Lindo. discovered the Are on 
the third Aoor and telephoned Fire 
Headquarters. 

The Are started around a chimney in 
the basement, near the heating plant, 
and ran up through the panltionH, but 
did not break through until it reached 
the second Aoor of the 3 1-2 story 
structure. The Aames quickly spread 
on the second Aoor and also worked 
down to the Arsi and up to third Aoors. 

In all eight roon\B were damaged 
and only the metal door at the second 
Aoor prevented the blaze from spread¬ 
ing Into the hall that contains the 
main stairway. The metai-covered 
roof checked the Aames from ^'reaklng 
through.

At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club. MisB Ellon Emerson of the Wo¬ 
men's Municipal League of UuBton, 
epoke briefly of extension work which 
tlic League has recently established 
m Ncwtonvlllo, a nursing station 
whereby people of modcrato means 
may have the services of a nurse at 
prices ranging from $8 to $18 a week. 
The otflee Is ot 22 Bowers street where 
IB Stationed a graduate nurse who will 
supervise the work of the attendants. 
Miss Emerson asked the members’ In¬ 
terest and co-operation In making 
known this posslbilitv. 

The regular speaker of the morning 
was Dr. Ralph Kendrick Smith, who 
had been announced to speak upon 
•'The Ventllatlbn of the Public 
Schools," but in reality broadened it 
into a talk upon general ventilation 
and sanitation bearing upon the 
growth and development of the child 
in the public school. He prefaced his 
remarks by saying that time was when 
the physician was not expected to do 
much talking, but at the present day 
the physician is doing more preach¬ 
ing and the preacher Is doing more 
practising. In speaking of ventilation 
he touched upon the common theory 
that oxygen is essential and that car¬ 
bon dioxide is deadly and also upon 
the recent theory that the presence of 
carbon dioxide is not necessarily in¬ 
jurious. but that air must be moving, 
must not be overheated nor over 
moist. Dried air Is Injurious being 
less resistant to bacteria. While not 
fully accepting this latest theory Dr. 
Smith says that moist air feels warm¬ 
er and advised the use of some sort 
of apparatus to raise the humidity of 
rooms, especially those that are arti- 
flcially heated. The normal average 
humidity is 70 degrees, but in fur¬ 
nace heated houses it is seldom over 
40 degrees. Ventilation, he said, 
should come from above, and he cited 
the new Home for Crippled Children 
as having windows at the top of the 
room on opposite sides and thus giv¬ 
ing free draft. The physician In 
charge had told him that they had 
never had a case of cold nor sore 
throat among the children since they 
had moved into the building. The 
speaker called attention to the fact 
that the busy time for doctors is not 
in the summer when the schools are 
closed, but in the fall and winter arter 
they have been opened. Children are 
unhealthy, he said, because of the 
schools and the homes. Buildings and 
clothing are the two greatest causes 
of disease. We wear to,.* much cloth¬ 
ing. He then spoke of the great im¬ 
portance of caring for colds as soon 
as they appear, for they arc the be¬ 
ginning of a great percentage of the 
serious diseases. In touching upon 
general sanitation he advised dusting 
with moist or oiled cloths, never with 
the feather duster, urged the care of 
the teeth very early in the case of chil¬ 
dren, the first teeth as well as the 
second, and living out of doors in the 
sunshine and fresh air in order to de¬ 
feat disease. Dr Smith was listened 
10 with close attention nnd the nume;:.- 
nus (incstions afterward were indica¬ 
tive of tlie interest lie had aroused.

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THE PERSONAL GOD 

A very interesting and scholarly 
lecture on the subject of “The Per¬ 
sonal Ood" was given last Sunday 
evening at the Church of the Nev/ Jer¬ 
usalem, Newtonvllle, by the Rev. Hen¬ 
ry Clinton Hay of Boston. It was the 
flrst of a course of eight lectures by 
different speakers, the next of which 
will be given next Sunday evening by 
the Rev. Paul Sperry of Brockton on 
the subject, “A Key to the Scriptures/' 

Mr. Hay, in his lecture, spoke in 
part as follows:— 

In his address to the British Asso¬ 
ciation far the Advancement of Sci¬ 
ence, Sir Oliver Lodge, its President, 
calls attention to the fact that the 
continuity of the ether is a working 
hypothesis upon which all sclenllflc 
progress Is being made. For without 
it there Is no way of conceiving of 
how light, heat, electricity, and other 
forms of force, flow from the sun, 
how the stars sliine, or how the Vol 
turno, burning la mld-occan, could 
call other steamships far away in all 
directions to her aid. or how the least 
atom of matter can have physical and 
chemical relations with other atoms. 
The question then arises, how does 
force, or life, come into this vast sea 
of ether? Materialistic Evolution 
seems to account for it by the hypoth¬ 
esis that it is generated by the con¬ 
tact of its own particles acting and 
reaching upon one another, so that 
each becomes a producer of the life 
of the whole, and the whole the pro¬ 
ducer of the life of each. And in this 
process mind Is evolved as the de 
terniinlng part of the process, an at¬ 
tribute of force. Thus mind is in the 
making with the universe of which It 
is a part. This universal mind Is lo 
the place of Ood. It has personality 
in its highest forms in individuals, but 
not in its universality as Ood. 

Now because this is the God of Scl- 
entlflc Evolution we are not to imag¬ 
ine that all natural scientists worship 
such a Ood. Many of them leave the 
conception behind in their laborator¬ 
ies when they go to church or go home 
and with their children bow before 
the heavenly Father. Indeed. Sir Ol¬ 
iver Lodge in this very address points 
out the inadequacy of this conception 
of ether to account (or the phenomena 
of mental experience; and suggests 
the need of a personal God to design 
and create the universe, nillug the 
ether with His power. 

Nevertheless, this hypothesis of 
natural evolution is having a great in¬ 
fluence upon the thought of our day. 
For instance, let us refer first to au 
article on “The Layman's Needs," In 
the Hlbbert Journal: they are found 
to be an answer to the questions. What 
is the Nature of the Power within us 
that Makes for Righteousness? and, 
What Is the Nature of che Ideal to¬ 
wards Which we should Bend our Ef¬ 
forts? Is (be Power personal, or is it 
the collective spirit of humanity 
When wo apeak of God loving and 
caring for us do we mean a distinct 
Person, or do we moan the best In hu¬ 
manity us u wtiole loving and curing 
for ys? Another writer sets forth 
the God of Douiocracy. saying, Demo¬ 
cracy is u mustcrless form of society; 
the government is from witliin soaN- 
ety, operative tlirougli the actions and 
reactions of eacli and every member; 
to conceive of one being radically dif¬ 
ferent from all others to rule, would 
be to return to (lie uubiuloglcal, oil 
gurchic spirit of u class-constituted 
society. The democratic conceptloo is 
of a God that is ourselves, u God In 
the making, growing wllli the growth 
of the world, sufTering. sinning and 
conquering with it. u God that Is the 
world ill the spiritual unity of us 
muss-life. This pantheistic concep¬ 
tion is not BO new us it seems. It or¬ 
iginated in the Garden of Eden when 
(he material sense-life, symbolized by 
the serpent, tempting humauity whis¬ 
pered, “Dying ye shall not die; for 
God doth know that In the day ye eat 
thereof your eyes stiall be oppned and 
ye shall be as God.'' And the great 
Oriental religion of today, descended 
from that ancient cliurch, uud now 
sundlng its teactiers into the Occident, 
still holds to this doctrine of God as 
the universal mind of which every 
soul is a part. 

Even Lyinun AbboU, in ttie Outlook, 
is Intluenced by tilts doctrine of (he 
Spirit us an umiilpresent ether, ul- 
thougli tie insists upon its i'ersonal- 
ily us the Heavenly Father, the Fouii- 
tuin of life, and faith, and hope, for 
Christ and for men who are his breth¬ 
ren. 

Einuiiuel Swedenborg renders re¬ 
markable service in showing Just liow 
God is related to this ether, or uni¬ 
versal aura. This he could do the bet¬ 
ter because he was lilmself pre-emi¬ 
nently a natural scientist before Ii< 
became a theologian. In his “Princt- 
piu'' the nebular hypothesis was work¬ 
ed out to completion before it bud 
entered into the thought of any otb«r 
man. Laplace was born in 174U, aid 
Swedenborg's discovery of the ueiu- 
lar hypothesis was published in ITIK. 
In (but connection be presented a se¬ 
ries of ethers which has not yet been 
equalled by the scieutlllc world; and 
later In ills tlieological works he stow¬ 
ed how within and above ilieiu is • se¬ 


ries of spiritual ethers In which the 
souls of men are created, and live ana 
move and have their being. And all 
these ethere have been projeted by 
God from Hla own aubstance In auc- 
cesslve order, so separated and held 
apart (hat they are not Himself; au« 
yet can serve as media for the trans¬ 
mission of spiritual and natural forces 
to the descending planes of spiritual 
and material creation. Thus God is 
Spirit creating from Himself a spirit¬ 
ual universe which Is not Himself, but 
consists of human spirits receptive of 
spiritual life from Him, and clothed 
upon by natural bodies and a natural 
universe. This spiritual universe peo¬ 
pled with generation after generation 
of human beings is the collective 
mind, the universal spirit, in wblch 
the speculative philosophy of modern 
science has become so Interested, the 
subject of Psychical Research. This 
is what is so often mistaken for God 
Himself. Swedenborg shows how God 
Is within and above ft all, creating It 
but not created by It Neverthelcsa It 
Is true that everything good and wise, 
beautiful and blessed in it la from 
God and is Hla own. So we see Him 
manifested in His works. And when 
alt mankind failed to thus reveal Him. 
all His love, wisdom, and power of 
righteousness which He had thus made 
human for them and In them from the 
beginning, and which ftlled the heav¬ 
ens with His glory, became incarnate 
by birth from the Virgin. By death, 
dying daily to all that was evil and 
Unite from the mother, He brought 
forth this Divine-Human of the Father 
In the Resurrection and Life Eternal 
and Infinite. Thus in our Lord Jesus 
Christ glorified "dwelleth all the ful¬ 
ness of the Godhead bodily," and in 
Him the Personal God abides with us 
in person. 


KAPTOLD AND de GOGORZA 
CONCERT 


A concert of peculiar attractiveness 
is scheduled to be given in Symphony 
Hall next Sunday afternoon. Decem¬ 
ber 14th, at 3.30. It will be a concert 
of songs by two very dlstlngrulshed ar¬ 
tists. Madame Marie Rappold of the 
Metropolitan Opera House, New York, 
and Mr. Emilio de Gogorza, the bari¬ 
tone. There will be six groups, each 
of the artists singing three. Madame 
Rappold’s first group will be German 
songs by Schubert, Rubenatein, Roger 
and Strauss. Her second group will 
comprise a French song by Bachelet, 
one by Dvorak and two Puccini arias, 
while her last group will be songs In 
EugUsh.

LAST MEETING OF ALDERMEN 

Midnight Session To Close Up the Business ol 
the Year 


The closing meeting of the board of 
aldermen of 1913 was held Monday 
evening and lasted well past midnight. 
President Blakemore was in the chair 
and Aldermen Hatch, Winslow and 
Jamlesoh were absent. 

No one appeared at hearings on Edi¬ 
son poles on Thornton street, or on 
applications to keep gasoline from 
Oeo. Hutchinson. Chestnut street, W. 
V. Lander, Lenox street, Kristian A. 
Jutbe, Homer street, and Solomon 
Young, Ballard street, all of which 
were granted. 

Appointments of a Planning Com¬ 
mission composed of Charles E. Qlb- 
son, chairman. Alfred B. Alvord, for 
three years. Geo. Royal Pulsifer, How¬ 
ard P. Converse, for two years and 
Vernon B. Swett for one year was op¬ 
posed by Alderman Richardson who 
took the ground that with a new ad¬ 
ministration coming in power It would 
be more becoming to allow this mater 
to wait over until next year. The new 
mayor should consider this matter as 
there should be cooperation between j 
him and this commission, If the best 
results were to be obtained. In add!-' 
tlon the alderman thought it would be 
appropriate to have a member of the 
aldermen on the commission. Aider- 
man Blanchard stated that the mayor 
had been urged to make these appoint- j 
ments before the end of the year, and | 
that the mayor elect bad been con¬ 
sulted in regard to them. The ap¬ 
pointments were then confirmed. 

The appointment of Oswald J. Mc- 
Court as Overseer of the Poor was also 
confirmed with one negative vote. 

The school committee called atten¬ 
tion to the inferior ventilation, defect¬ 
ive floors and lack of proper filters 
and oil separators at the Technical' 
High School and an order for $300 for 
a filter and separator was subsequent¬ 
ly adopted. An order for $3000 for 
proper ventilation at this school was 
the subject of considerable debate, the 
Finance committee recommending that 
the amount be reduced to $1000. Al¬ 
derman Pratt In answer to questions 
said that $3000 looked like a large 
sum to spend on a few rooms and It 
was felt that a smaller amount would 
make the necessary changes and would 
allow for an expert opinion on the 
whole matter. Alderman Barker said 
that it was Imperative that some im¬ 
mediate relief should be given for pu¬ 
pils were being afflicted with nost. 
bleed and Instructors were overcome 
by the foul air. The $3000 was based 
OB estimates made by Mr. Murray, 
Ad endorsed by Commissioner For- 
bush. Alderman Richardson said that 
Mr. Murray had planned a ventilation 
system in another part of this school 
which did not work well and the $1000 
would at least relieve the situation 
somewhat. Alderman Alley called at¬ 
tention that the $3000 was for five 
wards. Alderman Cox thought the 
board had begun at the wrong end. 
We should have an expert opinion to 
start with and he didn’t believe a High 
School teacher or the Finance com¬ 
mittee had ability to plan a ventilating 
system. Alderman Sullivan said that 
the board had already approved $3000 


for this matter by placing It In the 
budget for next year. The order for 
$1000 was then defeated having only 
4 votes in favor. The discussion con¬ 
tinued however, Alderman Richardson 
saying that Mr. Nutter of the school 
committee, a practical mill man had 
given the Finance committee some es¬ 
timates of the cost of air ducts and 
Alderman Barker said that these rooms 
were In the inside of the building with 
no outside air. Alderman Murphy be¬ 
lieved it unwise to pass any order this 
evening and said that Mr. Murray was 
not an expert. Alderman Richardson 
suggested $160 for plans of this ven¬ 
tilation, saying it was too bad that this 
matter, so important to the health of 
the pupils should be put off. This 
order was subsequently increased to 
$300 and passed without opposition. 

Petitions of Estes estate, Waban 
Hill road and O. F. Elliott, Brooks 
avenue for apportionment of better¬ 
ments. of A. 0. Baker for wagon li¬ 
cense, of the Telephone Co. for at¬ 
tachments on Chestnut street,, and of 
the Edison Co. for poles on Bridge 
street, Belmont street, attachments on 
California street and to remove poles 
on California and Belmont streets 
were granted. 

On report of the Finance committee 
the items in the annual appropriation 
order for 1914 vetoed by Mayor Hat¬ 
field were passed unanimously over 
the veto. 

On recommendation of the City En¬ 
gineer $214 was ordered paid as 
awards for land taken for widening 
I Grove street 

Alderman Bemls explained the re¬ 
port of the Finance committee, re¬ 
turning without recommendation the 
request for $1000 emergency appro¬ 
priation for maintenance of streets, 
saying that the committee was In a 
peculiar position. It did not feel called 
upon to recommend appropriations and 
grants for the Street Dept, because 
obligations had been incurred by city 
officials without authority. He be¬ 
lieved however that the board bad no 
other recourse than to appropriate 
some $4000 for Street Maintenance for 
the balance of the year. Alderman 
Pratt said that an accountant had 
been at work on the Street Dept, books 
and reported that there was an over¬ 
whelming mass of detail. The trouble 
was due in his opinion to erroneous 
estimates and lack of a proper sys¬ 
tem of accounts In the Street Dept. 
He found that the appropriations for 
the department were $109,805 and that 
to Dec. 1st, about $100,730 had been 
expended with $4389 of unpaid bills 
on hand. After a long recess for com¬ 
mittee meetings, this matter came up 
on an order from the Finance com-: 
mittee, adding the balance of the 19131 
street railway tax to the Street Main-, 
tenance account, some $4900 and spec¬ 
ifically detailing how the money should 
be expended. This order was adopted. 

Leave to withdraw was granted An¬ 
tonio Volante to play a hurdy gurdy 
In the streets and on pole locations of 
the Edison Co. on Centre street. Ward 
6 and Old England road, and on peti-

KEY TO SCRIPTURES 


TRADE IN NEWTON

A very Interesting and instructive 
lecture was delivered by the Rev. Paul 
Sperry of Brockton. Mass., at the 
Church of the New Jerusalem, New- 
tonville, last Sunday evening. There 
was a large attendance. Mr. Sperry's 
subject was "A Key to the Scrip¬ 
tures,” and he spoke In part as fol¬ 
lows :— 

A most valuable Introduction to the 
Interpretation of Scripture is to be 
found in the first few verses of the 
fifth chapter of the Book of Revela¬ 
tion, where John says, "I saw in the 
right hand of him that sat on the 
throne a book written within and on 
the backside, sealed with seven seals. 
And I saw a strong angel proclaiming 
with a loud voice, Who is worthy to 
open the book, and to loose the seals 
thereof? And no man In heaven, nor 
In earth, neither under the earth was 
able to open the book, neither to look 
thereon. And one of tbe elders salth 
' unto me, Weep not; behold the Lion 
of the tribe of Juda, the Root of E>a- 
vld hath prevailed to open the book, 
and to loose the seven seals thereof.” 
The book Is easily recognisable as the 
Word of God, the Bible. The asser¬ 
tion is that it Is written within and 
on the backside; lls meaning is not 
all upon the surface and self-evident, 
it has a hidden significance as well 
as an outward statement. It is sealed 
with seven seals, so protected by the 
nature of Its outward form, that the 
would-be profaner cannot penetrate to 
Its secrets. No man could loose the 
seals because tbe book contains Infi¬ 
nite wisdom which transcends com¬ 
plete human understanding. The 
Prince of the House of David, tbe Lord 
Jesus Christ Is described to be the 
Revealer, the Interpreter of the book 
of mystery. 

To be ready for a consistent Inter¬ 
pretation of Scripture, one must rec¬ 
ognise It to be the veritable Word of 
God, a specific message from Him, to 
tell man, not history, but the facts of 
spiritual life. It must therefore be 
written in language which man can 
understand when instructed, but 
which He cannot know and profane 
if he is not spiritually openminded. 

To be prepared Cor a proper inter¬ 
pretation of Scripture one must know 
something concerning the nature of 
creation, the constitution of the un¬ 
seen and the visible realms, and the 
relations existing between them. The 
first verse of Scripture tells us, as 
the key-note of the Word’s whole mes¬ 
sage, "In the beginning God created 
tbe heaven and the earth.” Tbe world 
of spirit and the world of matter, the 
Immaterial realm and '^tbe material 
universe, the sphere of the soul and 
tbe plane of the body. In these two 
degrees of creation are the effects of

THE C HRISTIAN FORUM 

Eloquent Address By Miss Maud Ballington 
Booth On Prison Reforms 


The December meeting of tbe Chris-, 
tlan Forum In Eliot Church, last Sun¬ 
day evening, attracted an audience 
which filled every seat in that large 
edifice. Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth, 
head of the Volunteers of America, 
made an address on 'The Problem of 
our Prisons and how to solve IL” .Mrs. 
Booth was an eloquent and interest¬ 
ing speaker, who held the attention 
of the large audience with perfect 
ease. Her voice was clear and could 
be easily heard and she used it with 
telling effects, especially In pathetic 
periods. 

Mrs. Booth said In part; 

"I am very happy co-nlght to have 
the opportunity of bringing here to 
this great audience the message with 
which my boys have sent me out from 
the prison world to which I belong. 

I have come to you straight from pris¬ 
on. for my last audience was this 
morning in Charlestown, and as I look 
into your faces 1 think of the happy 
homes you represent and I cannot fall 
to see that audience of men who faced 
me this morning; they seem to rise up 
behind you, and the message that 
comes to me from their aching, disap¬ 
pointed hearts is the message that I 
bring to those who are here to-night 
within sound of my voice. 

I have travelled from New York to 
San Francisco, and from tbe coast of 
Maine to the Gulf of Mexico. 1 have 
visited all the great prisons in this 
country, not as a stranger, but as one 
wbo belongs to the boys, and I am glad 
that I can come to you on a similar 
visit, as a messenger of those whom I 
am interested In. I do not bring you 
this message from a certain class, for 
I do not believe in cri^nlnals as a 
class, but as one who has studied the 
heart and life of tbe individual pris¬ 
oner. and have pursued that study I 
until It has covered the lives of thou-| 
sands of men. so that the message that 
I bring to you to-night is the message 
from tbe prison cell. i 

Dear friends I feel like shouting that 
It is up to you and God to see that 
these poor people within tbe w'alls 
have a fair chance to make good. 
There was a time and 1 can remember 
it well, when there was a great deal 
of criticism and misunderstanding in 
the world concerning tbe man behind 
tbe walls. You would appeal to people 
for their sympathy and they would 
tell you that you were a sentimental¬ 
ist. You would tell them something 
of the wrongs of those who never had 
a chance and they w*ould stop up their 
ears and say "they had made their 
beds and let them lie in them.” i 

There are certain people to-day who 
think as the home, the church and the 
school have failed with a man. thej 
state must take him up and make him] 
over again.

keep him shut up aa long as poaalble 
and when he la out of prison shadow 
him and bring him back at the first 
opportunity. 

With 80,000 shut up within our atate 
priaona, If we come to think of It we 
must realize that it la a great problem 
and should Interest all as much as the 
slums, the little children In these 
Blums, as the hospitals we have. In¬ 
deed as many other problems which 
come closely to us. It can be solved 
by giving these boys one square 
chance at least 

.Now I believe that the problem of 
our prisons must very largely be 
solved within the walls. In the past 
the Idea of prison government and 
management was to have In charge 
strict dlBclpIlnariaDB. The Idea of tbe 
prison officer was that these men had 
been given him to punish and be cer¬ 
tainly punished them. The old prison 
system was In many things short¬ 
sighted to a degree of idiocy, and con¬ 
sequently Instead of turning out from 
the prisons good citlxens they released 
poor, broken down, revengeful, bitter 
men wbo slipped back into the shadow 
of the underworld, ready to raise their 
hand as quick as they get a chanc* 
against any man. 

1 have heard people talk of that 
bang-dog look of tbe returned prison¬ 
er. and I appeal to you as Christian 
men and women to do away with that 
term, ex-convict. That is one of the 
ways you can help the prisoaer. for 
when he has i>ald the penalty and steps 
out from prison he should have a fair 
chance which he cannot have If be la 
tagged with the term, ex-convict, 
which has meant the undoing of thou¬ 
sands of men who have come oat of 
prison. People have said to me that 
the returned ex-convict shows In his 
face. In his manner. In hls gait, what 
he was. They have talked to me of 
tbe sbuflllng gait, and they say bow 
you can read In hls face what he was. 
Do you know that tbe laws of the pris¬ 
on never allow the man to look up; 
that the men w*ho have been put in 
prison for fifteen years were com¬ 
pelled by Che laws to look upon the 
ground when they walked In the prison 
yard; when they worked they had to 
keep their eyes down, and when a 
stranger walked into the prison yard 
they must turn their face to the wall, 
and then expect them to come out Into 
tbe world and look tbe world In the 
face. Do you know that In many pris¬ 
ons tbe men were obliged to walk in 
what Is called the lock-step, and after 
walking that way for any length of 
time a man would have a peculiar 
shuffling gait. Do you know that in 
many of our prisons we had a system 
year In and year out men did not 
speak, and the only way they had of 
conversing was by private telegraphic 
means from cell to cell. I have bad 
men come out from prison and sit In 
my office and try to talk with me and 
they have stuttered and stammered 
so chat it was painful to listen to them. 
Some of them were well educated and 
could speak several languages. 

Thank God those days have passed 
and over the prison world has swept 
a great wave of prison reform. Into 
our prisons to-day has come an edu¬ 
cational system: the Illiterate are- 
taught to read and write; better medi¬ 
cal care is being exercised, and If his 
condition is caused by a physical dis¬ 
ability an operation Is performed and

Speaking to the Unitarian Club last 
night at Channlng Church on "Juve¬ 
nile Delinquency." Judge Harvey H. 
Baker of the Boston Juvenile Court 
declared,that the boy of today Is no 
more lawless than his predecessor of 
half « century or even a century ago. 
when allowance is made for the dens¬ 
er population, the restriction of the 
boy's tendency of "blow oft steam" by 
life in tenement and apartment houses 
and the absence of home tasks which 
once took up a large part of his hours 
out of school. "If the eighth grade 
in your grammar school were to ta^e 
the master out on a winter’s day and 
pitch him into a snow drift you would 
be sure that your boys were on ^he 
road to perdition, and yet we have all 
heard from our grandfathers that this 
was a usual, happening when a new 
master took the district school for the 
winter term—though probably It didn’t 
happen as often as. our grandfathers 
have told us.'l Work In the. Juvenile 
court, he said, uas convinced him of 
the geeat necessity of supervised play¬ 
grounds and municipal gymnasiums 
in the congested districts, to direct the 
energy of the children in proper chan¬ 
nels. ; It is a common feeling that the 
law is mqre lax in dealing with Juve¬ 
nile otfendors than formerly, but this 
is an entire misapprehension, as the 
courts have practically the same pow¬ 
er in this respect as before the law of 
1906, but with larger duties In regard 
to probation. The probation system 
accomplishes great good when wisely 
administered, but if it is left to one 
probation officer to handle 3000 cases 
a year, as in some courts, it becomes 
a mockery. Judge Baker gave inter¬ 
esting instances of the working of the 
law and felt that It had accomplished 
results of great value. He commend¬ 
ed especially the work of Judge Ken¬ 
nedy in the Newton police court in 
this department.

I When the outside world hears of! 
Ghincotenguo, It is usually on account 
of the half-wild horses that roam over ' 
iba stretches of the island and of \ 
Assotengue; strong, shaggy, small 
creatures, somewhat larger than the 
Shetland ponies, who plunge boldly 
into the salt water when they want to 
swim to some Itttlo toothsome inlet 
of marsh grass. Those animals are 
supposed to have been cast aw'ay on 
Chincotoague from some wrecked ves¬ 
sel in the eighteenth or perhaps the 
seventeenth century, and. in the 
course of time, to have degenerated In 
size. 

They came to a good haven, for 
there are flve different kinds of natu- 
ural grass to feed them, and for drink 
little pools of dllghtly brackish wa¬ 
ter in the sands. Some of the clever¬ 
est ones make little reservoirs for 
themselves by digging with their 
hoofs. * 

They belong to a few of the Island¬ 
ers, who own from one to seventy-hve 
each. Once a year, In July, the horses 
are rounded up In Aesoteague and in 
Ghlncoteague and are driven down 
Into the town, where they are penned 
and the colts are branded. Then some 
of them are sold to men from the 
mainland, who will give as much aa 
a hundred or a hundred and twenty- 
five dollars for a “atylish” horse. 
When the horses are fed with oats, 
and their rough coats are property 
curried, they present a very attrac¬ 
tive appearance. They are very strong 
and long-lived; one old inhabitant 
boasts of a mare, most prolific of 
colts, which lived to be forty years 
old and w..rked almost to the end.— 
Harper's Magazine.

There are writers ’with something 
to sny whom It Is very difficult to 
I rend with nny ntlonllon, berauso thclr , 
I sense Is constantly weakened by stock 
phrases. They have not learned to 
fit their thoughts with thclr own lan¬ 
guage, and these thoughts are dis¬ 
guised In language that seems to 
mean nothing. A writer who can 
make bis own phrases keeps the rend¬ 
er’s attention alert. There Is no 
doubt that he always means some¬ 
thing, that his thought is working in 
every sentence; but In stock phrases 
thought censes to work, and the read¬ 
er’s attention ceases with It. He may 
like this little holiday; indeed, some 
writers are popular Just because their 
stock phrases are so numerous that 
the reader's mind can enjoy a com¬ 
plete idleness among them. But it is 
not the proper aim of writing to pro¬ 
voke this kind of unconscious idle¬ 
ness; and even the writers who do 
provoke it are probably themselves 
unconscious of the effect they pro¬ 
duce. Even they are trying to say 
something, and falling so pretentious¬ 
ly that their failure is concealed from 
themselves as well as from their con¬ 
tented readers. No clergyman would 
wish to fill his church because his 
sermons had the power of putting all 
his congregation to sleep; and the 
writer who becomes popular through 
his use of stock phrases owes his suc¬ 
cess, if only he knew It, to causes 
just as unflattering. 

LIKE THEIR OWN KIND BEST 

Africar Cannibals Said to Be Averse 

to the Tsete of the NVhlte 
Msn. 

That cannibals seldom eat white, 
captivea and then without particular 
zest Is the gist of a scientific report on 
the subject made to Dr. Hofman, for¬ 
merly a consul In Africa and an au¬ 
thority on the subject of tribal cus¬ 
toms. 

Writing of the recent murder of the 
Oerman-American mineralogist, John 
Henry Warner, by natives of New 
Guinea, Dr. Hofman asserts that the 
obstehtlon of cannibals in Africa and 
of Guinea from the flesh of white men 
is not because they fear the spirit of 
the white victim or his powers of 
magic, but because they consider that 
It has an unpleasant taste due to the 
sharp spices and condiments and of 
salted dishes In the diet of the Euro¬ 
pean. 

Cannibals in Liberia eat a white man 
only when he has fallen into their 
hands alive. Then the victim Is im- 
persed to the neck In a running brook 
and held there for two or three days; 
on much the same principle that an 
oyster ts “flouted" In fresh water after 
being taken from the beds. 

Man’s Best Vean, 

What are a man’s "best years" de¬ 
pends largely on what his youth was 
—the time for laying the foundation. 
It also depends upon the nature of 
his work and something of his stam¬ 
ina or staying powers; also, as to 
whether he has mastered bis environ¬ 
ments or allowed them to master him. 
Hugo Munsterberg places the high- 
water mark at 50 years; Dr. Wiley 
thinks a man’s best work should be 
done after be Is sixty; while Dr. 
Osier claims that little original ami 
valuable work is done after the age 
of forty. As for my own humble opin¬ 
ion. I am quite thoroughly couvlnced 
that a man does not reach his prime 
of intellectual strength and lucidity

On tbe oack of the granite is a 
bronze seal of the Daughters of the 
Revolution. 

The formal unveiling and presenta¬ 
tion took place at 2.30 o'clock with a 
large gathering of members of the 
Chapter. The memorial was draped 
with a large American flag, which 
when unveiled, waved above the heads 
of the audience. 

Mrs. Franklin E. Smith, the Regent, 
opened the exercises by stating the 
desire of the Chapter to have a memo¬ 
rial of Sarah Hull, the great woman, 
for whom the Chapter was named, and 
then presented Mrs. Howard R. Ma¬ 
son, chairman of the Memorial Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mrs. Mason said in part:—Upon 
these grounds stood the home of Sar¬ 
ah Hull, wife of General William Hull, 
whom our Chapter honors today by 
unveiling this memorial. We have 
with us the grand-daughter of Sarah 
Hull for many years a member of our 
Chapter, who will now unveil the tab¬ 
let. 

Mrs. Annie Fields Vila then unveil¬ 
ed the tablet and Mrs. Mason, turning 
,to Mayor Hatfield, said:—It gives me 
great pleasure in the name of Sarah 
Hull Chapter, D. R.. to present to you, 
as the representative of the City of 
Newton, this memorial, trusting that 
the example of this noble woman may 
inspire the coming generation wKh a 
spirit of loyalty and patriotism. 

.Mayor Hatfield said it gave him 
great satlafactloii to accept this hand¬ 
some memorial on behalf of the city, 
especially as its location would re¬ 
mind the youth of the city of the great 
deeds and sacrifices of the Revolu¬ 
tionary period. The city is rich, in¬ 
deed, in examples of that kind of pat¬ 
riotism, but none more worthy than 
that of Sarah Hull. 

This closed the formal exercises at 
the memorial, but a reception given 
by the offleers of the Chapter follow¬ 
ed at the Newton Club, where the 
Memorial Committee.

She was born April 27, 1759 on her > 
great-grandfather's farm—CapL Jo- | 
seph Fuller. This farm formed a 
part of the 500-acre grant to Thomas < 
Mayhew and sold to Governor Simon ^ 
Bradstreet in 1638 for six cows. It ' 
commenced at the Brighton line and * 
extended Westward into the present ' 
West Newton territory. Sarah Fuller ' 
was born a patriot and nourished pat- | 
riotism from her mother's veins. 

From her parents she learned tbe | 
history of Massachusetts and Newton's ' 
Settlements, of the French and Indian 
Wars, of the arrogance of those citi¬ 
zens of Boston who having acquired 
wealth sought to build an aristocracy 
in the new world, of the bated stamp ; 
act, and of the family relatives who 
had given life and service to defend 
New England's honor In Colonial his¬ 
tory. Abraham Fuller was a very 
prominent man in town«and colony 
affairs. In early life he taught a pri¬ 
vate grammar school and was an ear¬ 
nest advocate for popular education. 
In civic life he was selectman. Town 
Clerk and Treasurer for twenty-seven ; 
years and eighteen times represented 
the town in the General Court. He 
was a delegate to the Provincial Con- ; 
gresB In Cambridge, upon the "Alarm 
List," a senator. Councillor, Judge of 
the Court of Common Pleas and was ; 
Newton's selection for presidential 
elector in 1788. As tow’n clerk he 
wrote New’ Town as Newton—one word , 
I —in the town records. New Town 
: which Included Brighton w’as formerly 
a part of the town of Cambridge. It 
was by his efforts that the military 
lists of the Continental Army were 
taken from Concord to Capt Fuller’s 
home for safety. If these lists bud 
been found as was the object of the 
Concord fight the Massachusetts re¬ 
bellion would have been of short dura¬ 
tion. 

Capt. Fuller’s home was the rendez¬ 
vous for the officers of the American 
troops for It was a place of safety and 
various plans were discussed and 
agreed upon. 

Newton wos alive with the spirit of 
freedom and presumobly no tory or 
friend of the English crown was with¬ 
in Its bounds. 

Sarah Fuller was sixteen years old 
when these battles occurred and from 
this period was actively engaged In 
assisting and executing her fother’s 
orders, visiting with words of comfort 
the home made lonely by death or ab¬ 
sence of husband or son and doing oil 
those acts that human sympathy can 
render. 

Endowed with a charming face and 
figure that was stamped with honest 
fearlessness she was the idol of this 
I community, sought by many a sw’aln 
for a wife, and was the toast of the 
British officers who sung the praises ' 
of tbe fair “rebel."

ceived the thanks of Gen. Washington 
and of Congress, 

During his camp-life his wife was 
with him dressed It Is said at times, for 
safety, in male attire. At the close of 
the war he was selected by Washing¬ 
ton as lieutenant-colonel of a regiment 
stationed at West Point. In 1786 he 
returned to Newton and commenced 
the practice of the law at the Corner. 
His temporary home was In the Rob¬ 
inson house on Centre street, the site 
of the opera house. He built a brick 
house which was afterwards enlarged 
and Is recalled as the Nonanlum 
House. 

At the commencement of the Siege 
of Boston some of Its Inhabitants re¬ 
moved to Watertown which was for 
many years an Important town in 
business and socially, while Newton 
was a large farming town with a small 
and scattered population. Here Ben¬ 
jamin Edes had his printing press and 
Paul Revere issued colony notes. Jan¬ 
uary 29. 1812 the Watertown Select¬ 
men petitioned the General Court that 
a new Court House and Gaol be erect¬ 
ed within Its bounds as "the students 
of Harvard College are allured from 
their studies by the Company which 
usually attend at the sitting of the 
Courts, and from motives of curiosity 
throng the Court house where they in¬ 
commode the people who have busi¬ 
ness and are obliged to be present, and 
frequently disturb the Court and great¬ 
ly retard business." Gen. Hull was a 
busy man and his home was the social 
centre of distinguished persons from 
all parts of the Country. At the out¬ 
break of the Shay Rebellion he was 
active In his support of the state 
government and that this town should 
show no evidences of disloyalty, and 
olunteer Col. Hull served on the 
staff of Major Gen. Lincoln, In 1793 
he was appointed a Commissioner to 
make a treaty with the Northwest In¬ 
dians. and in 1798 he visited England 
and in Paris witnessed part of the 
French Revolution. He was a 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas 
and a Major General in the Common¬ 
wealth militia. While a state senator 
he accepted President Jefferson's ap¬ 
pointment as Governor of Michigan 
territory, and removed to Detroit with 
bis family. At the beginning of the 
troubles with the British Government 
he was appointed Brigadier General 
Insuthciently prepared the Govern¬ 
ment ordered him to invade Canada 
which he did; but was compelled to 
retreat to the fort In Detroit. 

Opposed by a strong British force 
that was aided by a band of 1500 sav¬ 
age Indians under their chief Tecum- 
seh, with whetted tomahawks and 
sharpened scalping knives eagerly 
awaiting to attack, Gen. Hull deemed 
it his duty to surrender to Gen Brock 
In August 16. 1812. After the brilliant 
victory of his nephew Isaac Hull in 
the naval battle between the "Consti¬ 
tution” and the "Guerriere" in July 
this surrender was a staggering blow 
to the Republic. It had been taught to 
I believe by fourth of July orations 
[and bragging political leaders that our 
army could conquer the world, par¬ 
ticularly Great Britain. Bitterly wat 
he assailed by the Administration but 
defended by the opposition. 

The Columbian Sentinel said. "The 
most malignant charge against our 
Countryman, that of having surren 
dered an army without firing a gun 
has been already proved to be an atro¬ 
cious falsehood.” Tried by an illegal 
military Court under charges of cow¬ 
ardice and treachery, which charge 
was abandoned, he was condemned to 
be shot to death, which sentence was 
never carried out as was never in- 
tetided by this Court. On the same 
day that Hull surrendered at Detroit 
a small fort ui Dearborn, now Chicago 
—surrendered to a large Indian force, 
which tuirnt the fort and massacred 
the garrison. 

President Madison in a message to 
Congress June 1. 1812, stated the rea¬ 
sons the ('ountry had for ihe war 
which was declared June 18, 1812. 

That Great Drltuin claimed the right 
to search American vessels in Ameri¬ 
can harbors on the high seas; to Im 
press citizens into the British naval 
service; and to interfere with the 
rights of American merchants as neu¬ 
trals. '('his war was commenced for 
the infringement upon American Com¬ 
mercial rights. 

It was not favored by the New Eng¬ 
land states but was heartily supported 
111 the Houthern and Western parts of 
the Country. So bitter was the oppo¬ 
sition that a convention known as the 
"Hartford Convention” met at Hart¬ 
ford. Dec. 16, 1814. This (’onventlou 
was the precursor of the nulllflca 
tlon of South Carolina under Presl 
dent Jackson and the Civil War in 
1860-1861. The treaty of peace at 
Ghent, Feb. 17, 1815 settled none of 
the issues for the remedy of which 
this was declared. 


The feeling regarding this war Is 
well expressed In the following letters 
written by Samuel Clmroh of Snlls- 
Iniry, Conn.. 24 years old, to Ensign 
Church of Canfield. Ohio, published 
last September by the Western Re¬ 
serve Hlslorlenl Society. Those broth¬ 
ers were great-grandclilldron of my 
Ensign ancestor and they were coustns 
of Rov. Horace Btishncll. the celebrated 
Congregatlonalist ministor and the au¬ 
thor of Its modern tlieology. Samuel 
was for many years Chief .fudge of the 
Supreme Court of Errors in Connecti¬ 
cut, while his brother was eqtially as 
prominent In Ohio. 

••Salisbury. July 4th, 1812. 
Dear Brother. 

Yours of 14 June la before me. 
We have here no particular news of 
consequence to be relied on.—The 
Declaration of War keeps open all oars 
for the tidings of blood. In this Coun¬ 
try War is quite unpopular tho the 
Federalists of information feel anima¬ 
ted for an honorable Issue. I did fear 
that every nerve of opposition and 
treason would be excited to render 
abortive this measure of Patriotism, 
but I think this disposition Is confined 
to the petulant and uninformed. Our 
Governor Roger Griswold and Council 
are convened on the constitutionality 
of placing the Militia under the Im¬ 
mediate command of Qenl. Dearborn. 
Our Governor la a man of true patriot¬ 
ism. ] am confident he will not hesi¬ 
tate in calling out the forces of the 
State. 

Many are the speculations on the 
termination of this War. My opinion 
Is it will not continue longer than one 
year, my reasons are, that If the con¬ 
test has that effect on the Councils

what scenes await us here, the conduct 
of our governor and council In re¬ 
fusing to call out tho MllUla Is mon¬ 
strous. and a part of the system of re¬ 
sistance to the general government, 
yet 1 Imagine that our FedpTallals 
durst not resist hy force though they 
can count a majority at Ihe elections;

Salisbury. (Conn.) Sept 17th, 1812. 
Very Dear Brother, 

1 Rood, yours of August 22nd In 
which you inform me of your expected 
march to Join the patriotic army of 
your countrymen. Go and may the 
God of battles and the Guardian Angel 
of America .shield you from Injury and 
dishonor. The defeat of* Hull Is as¬ 
tonishing to all of us here, by some 
he Is called a coward, traitor. 1 form 
no opinion; If the 111 success of his 
enterprise Is to be Imputed to the 
government let them hear the odium. I 
am some disposed to conjecture the 
administration will attempt to screen 
themselves by convicting Hull, a very 
dastardly alternative If true. The 
truth Is the administration of Maddl- 
Bon is too weak for War! We wait 
w'lth patience till the Genius of a 
Christian shall watch over our armies 
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of Great Britain as to produce a 
change of ministry a speedy peace will 
be made on our terms; if not the un¬ 
popularity of the war will cause a 
change of administration here next 
March: when peace will be made on 
any terms. . On the presidential 

election I can form no opinion. My 
own sentiments lead me to prefer De¬ 
witt Clinton. The election of this able 
and upright Magistrate would tend to 
cure those jealousies of Southern In¬ 
fluence and preponderance and his 
commercial predilections will also curej 
the Jealousies which now exist on that! 
subject. "I reverence and esteem Mr. |

(Salisbury. Conn.) September 4th, 1812. 

Dear Brother, 

—Agonized by hope and fear con¬ 
cerning the fate of the army under 
Gen. Hull I sit myself down to write 
away my trepidation. “Veslerday an 
account In the Albany papers extracted 
from a Canadian paper, brot us the 
unhappy tiews of Hull's defeat; with 
the federalists of the raving order It 
met with a very welcome reception; 
but with the Republicans it was evil 
tidings Indeed.” Today while all were 
mourning tlie fate of our brave Fellow' 
Citizens (news) pupi‘rs from Hartford 
brought a circumstaiilial account of 
the Surrender of Fort .Malden to Gen. 
Hull; with news tlius contradictory, 
we know not what to think or believe, 
God grant the better tidings to be true. 
But I fear not. If he Is taken 1 can¬ 
not divine the cause, with no enemy 
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in his rear. It appears to me Impossi-J 
ble. When he marched Into Canada 1 
thought It unwise and imprudent, w'llh 
so small a regular force, depending so 
entirely on militia Impatient to return 
home, it was in my opinion folly tn 
the extreme. “But the folly and want 
of foresight of Ihe government In not 
giving speedy notice of the Declaration 
of War Is monstrous. 1 have long been 
convinced that the .Madisonian admin¬ 
istration is weak, too weak for war; 
yet honest.” 

Whatever may be your opinion of 
Dewitt Clinton it la a very general 
one here that he Is the man wlio can 
save and honor, it Is no objection that 
he is supported by Federalists, if he 
is not elected 1 fear for ray Country 
he la in favor of (.'oinmerce and a navy 
this is sufficient to decide my opinion 
In his favor, if Hull is taken 1 fear 
the Indians will let louse among you. 
In this part of the (’ountry the Feder¬ 
alists use every offorl to discourage 
enlistments, and lake every opportun¬ 
ity to Insult the troops and protect de¬ 
serters. This week about 300 troops 
marched from Litchfield to Albany on 
this way. At Sheffield after encamping 
a night several of the citizens attempt¬ 
ed to insult them and break through 
the guards, in this attempt Col. 
Goodrich of Sheffield received a bay¬ 
onet through the arm and one othei 
person had his head severely cut with 
a sword. A very great pity both 
wounds had not been mortal. Several 
of the cltizeus were kept under arrest 
through the night and until they prom- 


and protect them from dishonor. In | 
this state we have but little of the | 
Amor Patriae, that love of country and! 
of glory which Is felt by you. Our 
too flagrant predilection for the moth¬ 
er of our religion. Old England, the 
unexpected cause taken by our execu¬ 
tive with respect to our militia is a 
complete damper upon Connecticut 
ardor. The war is extremely unpopu¬ 
lar here so much so that our Militia 
could not be dragged to the field. 
And w’hen the direct tax is called for, 

I fear we shall see open resistance to 
authority. I do not much fear a civil 
war. our Federalists dare not risk 
their lives and properties on the fate 
of it. 

We have heard of the retaking of De¬ 
troit by our troops. 1 hope It Is true. 
If it is not done It must be for till then 
you can have no safety in your coun¬ 
try. We have no news of any kind of 
consequence. Yosterday was our Gen¬ 
eral review, the regiment met in this | 
town, the day was fine, the Regiment' 
is In complete uniform and equipped 
perfectly, and had they the IjOVc of 
Country manifested by your militia 
much might be hoped from them. . . . 

Salisbury. Oct. 27, 1812. 
My dear Brother, 

... Do not imagine Connecticut 
people are all indifferent to their 
Country's honor, all congratulate them 
. . . that you are fighting her battles; 
and many very many feel warm in the 
cause uikI ready to spill their blood 
for their country, but w'hat can we do. 
our government restrains and we must 
abide the consequence. News of a de¬ 
feat excites a sarcastic smile In the 
face of our opponents the provoking 
usage often prompts me to insult 
then 1 restrain myself as well us pos¬ 


sible. Many even of my own friends 
think me wild and enthusiastic in my 
notions. 

But I verily believe howc%'er wild the 
notion that you and 1 arc to be ene¬ 
mies, our countries to become separ 
ate, and we and our descendants arc 
to mingle their hands in each other's 
blood. This has long been my con¬ 
viction, and It Is confirmed by a late 
endeavour of our legislature now In 
session. A bill before the house au¬ 
thorizing the raising of 6 Uegts. to 
serve the state during the war. to be 
raised by enlistment and paid by the 
slate!! For what purpose is this? 
Are not our militia as well trained as 
any iiillitia, and do they not love their 
own homes aod their own property 
sufiicieiitly well to defend them If nec¬ 
essary? Unquestionably, Why then 
raise a body of regular troops unless 
there are too many In the Militia de¬ 
termined to Jive or die by our Constitu¬ 
tion, and upon whom our state rulers 
can place no dependence In case a 
severance of the Union is to be effected 
by force.” 

Oct. 30th. 

”... Since I begun my letter we 
have received news of the death of 
Gov. Griswold. Ha died at Norwich ou 
Sunday last, we shall probably have 
John C. Smith in his stead. U was a 
Jong lime feared that Massaebusette 
would have no electors for Fresldent, 
it Is however decided to choose electors 
by districts made up of the Circuits of 
the Court of Common Fleas; a majori¬ 
ty will he Clintofilao without any ques¬ 


tion.” . . . "Nolhlng need be expected 
from Connecticut as a state In (his 
Afir, but tho bounty of indlvldunls I 
nope will lend to softett tho rigors of 
the wliuor upon the soldier.” 

Was Gen. Hull a coward? The 
belching cannons at White Plains, 
Trenton, Prtnroton, Stillwater, Mon¬ 
mouth, Stony Point and Morrlsnna 
echo. No! Was ho a traitor? The 
• olces of Gen. Washington and Baron 
Steuben thunder, No! Was he a hero? 
The calm LaFayettc surrounded hy 
the members of the Clnclnnattl an¬ 
swered. Yes.—Hull was a great gen¬ 
eral for he exhibited the acumen of the 
humanitarian and saved by his judg¬ 
ment the world from witnessing the 
greatest massacre that would have oc¬ 
curred. But In her hour of trial Sarah 
knew her William and she placed her 
hand In his with the same confidence 
and trust that she'did as his bride. 

If she had thought otherwise, her In¬ 
born patriotic nature would have 're¬ 
volted, and she would have spurned 
him as she would a viper. 

A few weeks previous a wit in com¬ 
menting upon the marriage In Wind¬ 
ham. Conn, of a Mr. Ralph Hunt to 
Miss Polly Canada said “Canada has 
thus been invaded and conquered with¬ 
out the aids of Gens. Hull and Dear¬ 
born.” 

The family returned to Newton to 
the ancestral home willed by Capt. 
Abraham Fuller, and here they lived 
respected and honored by all. But 
Congress never paid him for his ser¬ 
vices and for the money that he had 
expended until after his death, so that 
he was in cramped financial circum¬ 
stances. 

A sudden blow* fell upon the family 
when the news came that their only 
son, Abraham Fuller, a captain In the 
U. S. army, was killed in the battle of 
Lundy’s Lane or Bridgewater, July 
25, 1814 at the age of twenty-eight. 

The Marquis de LaFayette in 1826 
revisited the Republic he loved and 
that worshipped him for his generous 
aid in helping Its formation, and was 
an honored guest at the laying of the 
corner stone of the Bunker Hill Monu¬ 
ment. The following Sunday noon he 
made a special call on Gen. Hull at 
the home of his son-in-law, Isaac Mc- 
Lellan, Winthrop Place, Boston. 

Standing on the front steps with his 
wife, children and grand-children he 
welcomed his old friend and compan¬ 
ion in arms. LaFayette embracing in 
the French method laid his hands 
upon his shoulders and said, "We both 
have suffered contumely and reproach, 
but our characters are vindicated; let 
us forgive our enemies and die In 
Christian peace and love with all man¬ 
kind.” 

He passed through Newton and was 
greeted by the scholars of Seth Davis. 

Gen. Hull after spending his latter 
days peacefully at home managing the 
farm and conducting his legal affairs, 
died November 29, 1825 aged 72. 

His funeral was attended by the 
clergy of now Greater Boston, numer¬ 
ous members of the Revolutionary Ar¬ 
my and public men. The pall was sup¬ 
ported by six members of the Cincin¬ 
nati—of which patriotic order he was 
one of the founders, and escorted by 
one of the largest number of persons 
that ever assembled at a funeral In 
this City to Its last resting place, the 
Centre Street Cemetery. 

Among the evidences that he held the 
public confidence and w’as vindicated 
was the fact that the people of his na¬ 
tive town Derby and the City of Bos¬ 
ton, each gave him a reception with a 
banquet, and he died a very popular 
man. The Rev. Dr. Homer preached 
the funeral sermon from l.Amentation& 
111 32, "But though he cause grief, 
yet win he have Compassion according 
to the multitude of his mercies." 

By his will he returned the prop¬ 
erty that Sarah’s father had be¬ 
queathed as she could not legally hold 
it being a married woman and he gave 
to each of his children one dollar In 
token of remembrance. 

Sarah’s father ended his w'lll with 
these words, "I hereto set my hand and 
seal this 2d. day of July in the year of 
our Lord 1793 and tn the seventeenth 
year of the Independence of the United 
States of America.” 

Sarah Fuller Hull quietly passed 
away an August 1. 1826, aged 67. On 
the next day in Boston was a great 
funeral procession In honor of ex- 
Presidents Adams and Jefiersou with 
an oration by Daniel Webster In the 
presence of President John Quincy 
Adams. On the third Sarah Hull’s 
remains wore laid In the family tomb. 

At the taking of the Jail in the 
conflict at Morrlssanla, N. Y., there 
were a number of persons held as 
prisoners who were released, among 
whom was a negro named Tlllo. 
Falling upon his knees to Col. Hull 
he said "Mussa save my life and I’ll 
serve you forever.” He showed his 
gratitude by serving him until the 
end of the war, when he retired to 
his little farm in West ('heater. But 
he gave his young son Tlllo, a six 
years old boy, to Mrs. Hull who re¬ 
mained with her until her death and 
for many years after with her daugh¬ 
ter. Jt Is said that his remains were 
placed in the Mull tomb, at the foot of 
Gen. Hull’s. 

In Sarul) Hull’s will It was provided 
that u mourning ring should be given 
to eacli of her daughters and that the 
real estate including the Fuller farm 
should go to her daughter Anna Nan¬ 
cy the widow of Capt. Hickman, U. S. 
Army, with the wish that whenever 
she shall dispose of It "it should be to 
some member of the family.” 

The Boston and Worcester Railroad 
was opened for passenger service as 
far as West Newton, April 16, 1834, 
the station at Newtonville being sim¬ 
ply a flag one named "Hull’s cross¬ 
ing." A locomotive ran three times a 
day with from two to eight paBsengers 
each trip. 

The Increasing value of the 66 acres 
of the Fuller-Hull farm compelled Its 
sale In 1846-7 when it was laid out 
with building lots and sold. The old 
mansion was built by Capt. Joseph 
Fuller In 1680 an addition to which 
was made by Judge Puller, his grand¬ 
son. in 1760. The older part was lorn 
down by Gen. Hull in 1814, for a new 
house. The site came Into the own¬ 
ership of ox-Gov, Claflln In 1855, upon 
which he built hie home. The Hull 
house, about 1846-7, was removed to 
Walnut street, near the bridge, and la 
known by us as tbe former home of 
the Newton Club. Its skeleton re¬ 
modeled. serves as a tenement la the 
rear of tb high block by the bridge. 

It was (he earnest wish of Judge 
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Fuller and Sarah Fuller Hull that this 
estate should remain in the family, | 
practically entailed. But under nat¬ 
ure’s law, by which our families dl-| 
mlnlsh, the male line became extinct; 
which, coupled with increasing val¬ 
ues and demands, would not allow it 
to remain Intact. It is a great satls- 
factiou to their descendants to know 
that through generous citizens the 
home site of the Fuller-Hull farm has 
been donated to our "Garden City’ 
for municipal and educational uses, | 
and that your memorial stands upon | 
It ' 

Their children and their grand¬ 
children have worthily honored the | 
name as honored men and women. 
James Freeman Clarke as the revered 
divine, Joseph Wheeler as the gallant 
Major General, and Rebecca Hull 
Clarke, w'hose name of "Sweet 
Auburn” for the Cemetery In Cam¬ 
bridge, where rest so many honored 
dead are proof that the united lives 
of Gen. Hull and Sarah Fuller were 
not In vain, and that "their works do 
follow them.” 

Madam Regent! who knows, but' 
that this memorial stone may bring 
an inspiration to some wearied daugh¬ 
ter of sunny Italy, to some discour¬ 
aged daughter of classic Greece, or to ^ 
the heart-broken daughters of the Se-1 
metic race, as she reads its tribute to j 
her sex, that may encourage and stim¬ 
ulate her to more cheerfully perform I 
her part in life's work. Possibly, that I 
inspiration transmitted by the law of| 
heredity may develop, w'hen our ash¬ 
es are mingled with mother earth, in¬ 
to a life devoted to patriotic service 1 
in the development of our Republic 
and the betterment of the human | 
race. 

The Ancient Homan historian has I 
written, "It is a beautiful—honorable 
thing to die for one's Country.” That 
Is a truism! wonderfully exemplified 
in our day in the late Russian-Jap- 
anese w'ar. The world marvelled 
when hundreds and thousands of Jap¬ 
anese soldiers in unbroken columns 
fearless of death, hurled themselves 
into the cannons mouths for the love 
of their country and veneration for 
their sires. 

But It is equally true—a beautiful- 
honorable thing, to live, to act, for I 
one’s Country, to impress upon its 
youth Its virtues and stimulate theml 
to live for Its integrity, and this you | 
have done by these memorials to Sar¬ 
ah Fuller Hull and to William Hull.

STUHERER IN HARD LUCK 

Cure May Ba CfPeeted, but the Proeast 
la a Slow One, end Uncertain 
Irr Ite Effect, 

There !■ so cure for stutterisg. 
Thle does not mean that do stutterer 
can be cured—far from It—but that 
there Is no treatment which la sure to 
cure. If a stutterer be taken in child¬ 
hood, where the affliction is first no¬ 
ticed, and carefully treated, be can 
■ometlmes be cured, and generally 
much Improved. 

Dr. Frank A. Bryant of Kew York, 
writing Id the Medical Record, says 
the first thing to do la to make aure 
that there are no obetructlona In 
throat or nose, euch aa enlarged ton¬ 
sils or adenoids. The child must be 
taught to breathe through the nose, 
deeply and atowly, aa a habit. Me 
must not be allowed to speak when ex¬ 
cited, nor when laughing or crying 
or In the paroxysms of whooping 
cough. He must never be tickled. AH 
causes of excitement must be re¬ 
moved. Fresh air. scrupulous clean¬ 
liness, plain, Dourtshing food, moder¬ 
ate exerclaes and plenty of sleep in 
a dark room are oasentlal. Mental 
treatment la of great Importance. 
Any measures that will increase men- 
ital poise are of incomparable value. 
The stutterer must be Impressed with 
a desire to overcome what is only a 
bad hablL He must be persuaded to 
study the great art of speaking cor¬ 
rectly. Thus, by careful, patient work 
on the part of hta parents, teachers 
and physicians. wilt he gradually 
cure himself, or at least so improve as 
to make the affliction cease to be se¬ 
rious. 


COTTON TRADE OF ENGLAND 


Origin of Great Incluatry Can Ba 
Traced Back to Beginning of 
Seventeenth Century. 

The cotton trade of Lancashire, 
England, dates back to the very be¬ 
ginning of the seventeenth century, j 
A petition of 1621, preserved in the 
state papers, mentioned the infancy' 
of the Industry; for there the petition¬ 
ing London merchants stated that 
"about 20 years divers people in this 
kingdom, but chlefiy la the county of 
Lancaster, have found out the trade 
of making of other fustiaae made of a 
kind of bombast or down, being a 
fruit of the earth, growing upon little i 
shruba or bushes, brought into this 
kingdom by the Turkey merchants 
from Smyrna. Ceyprue, Ocra and Sy- 
don, bug commonly called cotton 
wool.** 

This cotton from Lancashire soon 
found Its w'ay into the foreign markets 
of the world. Thua Che "Treasure of 
Traffic," 1641, on the industry of the 
good folk of Manchester: "They buy 
cotton wool in Liondon that comes 
first from Cyprus and Smyrna, and at 
home work the same and perfect It 
into fustians, vermllUons. dimities, and 
other such stuffs, and then return It to 
London, where the same is vested 
and sold, and not seldom sent into 
foreign parts." And. lockouts per¬ 
mitting. they do the same thing to¬ 
day. 


Put Liszt In Bad LIghL 
Among the anecdotes told about 
the late David Popper Is an Interest¬ 
ing one relating to Uszt. It is well 
known that many of the pages at¬ 
tributed to Liszt were really written 
by the Princess Sayn-Wittgenstein. 
The most flagrant instance was tbtf 
insertion by her in one of his books 
of some pages attacking the Jews 
and advising their deportation In a 
body to Palestine. Liszt was greatly 
annoyed at this, for such seDtlments 
were entirely foreign to his character, 
and many of his beet friends were 
Jews; among them David Popper, 
the famous violoncellist. Not long 
after the appearance of the book re¬ 
ferred to Popper made a call on Liszt, 
who was delighted to see him, and 
asked when he came and where he 
was going. "I am on the way to 
Palestine, dear master, in accosdance 
with your wishes." was the prompt 
answer. 


Wind and Fish. 

It la reported (bat a singular cor¬ 
respondence exists between the pre¬ 
vailing direction of the wind on the 
coast of New South Wales and the 
average catch of fisIT. 

It appears that the winds which In¬ 
fluence the ocean currents Influence, 
In turn, the course of the fish. These 
Influences have periods of three or 
four years. Thus In 1899. there was 
a general scarcity of fish, but after¬ 
ward they became more and more 
abundant up to the year 1902. In 
1906 there was another scarcity of 
fish, but the next year they began to 
return in increasing numbers. 

The cause of these vurlatloos was 
regarded as a mystery hntll the co¬ 
incidence with the prevailing direc¬ 
tion of the coastal winds was no¬ 
ticed. Now it K thought by the study 
of the winds the prospects of the fish¬ 
ermen may be predicted two or three 
years in advance.—Harper's Weekly. 


Trees Have Parseols. 

Huge linen shields, raised high In 
the air on slender poles, ward off 
the sun's rays from the young trees 
hi one of the public squares of Her- 
Hu. Germany. They look dike the 
scenery of an open a<r stage, but they 
uAore set up simply to make a tern 
porary nursery for the young lUidens 
that have been transplanted into 
Heidelberg Square. The sbafieless 
park has no protection from the hot 
sun, and until (be little trees get a 
start they need (bis artificial shelter 
to help them grow.->l^pular, Ue- 
cbaulca. '

One supplicant writes: "You are far 
above men in a social and monetary 
way, but I fly to thee for aid. I would 
like to go visiting and would like some 
clothes or a hat. One that comes over 
the face la more becoming to me.**

VALUE THE ACORN AS FOOD 


Mission Indians of California Find 
Sustenance in and Apparently 
Enjoy the Nuta. 

Among the mission Indians of Cali¬ 
fornia acorns form a staple article of 
food. They gather these Industrious¬ 
ly in the autumn, dry them thoroughly 
in the sun and store them for winter 
use in huge bins, which hold ten bush¬ 
els or more. These bins are of wl<fk- 
er work and look like inverted bas¬ 
kets. Very often they are covered 
with canvas to protect the contents 
from rain and snow and are placed 
upon elevated platforms to prevent 
the dampness of the ground affect¬ 
ing them. 

When used for food purposes the 
squaws pound the acorn kernels tato 
n coarse meal. Sometimes they bake 
this into a cake, but generally it Is 
made into mush. 

To make the mush they first mix 
it with water so as to form a thin 
batter. This is boiled by allowing 
very hot stones to fall into and cook 
It. When the stones in the vessel 
have lost their beat they are taken 
out with X long ladle and are replaced 
by freshly heated ones. 

When the mixture has been well 
cooked the bowl is placed on the 
ground and the mush allowed to cool. 
The entire farolb' gathers about to 
enjoy the feast, and one and all con¬ 
vey the food to their mouths with the 
palms of their hands. 


Was Hard to Please. 

A good story Is told of Provost 
Hawkins, an old don of Oriel college. 
Oxford, who was never happy unless 
he could find some fault to criticize 
in the undergraduates who came be¬ 
fore him. Among other things the 
record of chapel attendance was al¬ 
ways on Hawkin's table ready to be 
referred to for praise or blame. 

One day when a student, who was 
an Oriel mnn, was before him, the 
provost consulted the record. 

"I observe. Mr. King," sold he, 
"that you have never missed a single 
chapel, morning or evening, during 
(he whole term." 

He paused, but Instead of a w-ord 
of praise, which might reasonably 
have been expected, be continued se¬ 
verely: 

"I must warn you. Mr. King, that 
even too regular attendance at chapol 
may degenerate into formalism."—

All parrots are long- 
lived, and If they could only speak 
with infelllgencB what reminiscences 
this royal bird could have given— 
from the time it first looked knowing¬ 
ly at Pitt, learned how to Imitate the 
Invariable "What?

the divine workmanship to be found. 
The highest achievement of divine cre¬ 
ation on each plane ia man. dual in 
nature, and adapted to the (wo worlds, 
a Boul fitted to the conditions of the 
unseen universe, and a body adapted 
to the circumstances of the visible 
world. The smile on the face, the 
light in the eye. the movement of the 
hand, all testify to the intimacy of the 
soul and the body, and to somewhat 
of their relationship. There are many' 
evidences that there Is a fixed rela¬ 
tionship between the elements of 
structure of the physical body and the 
particulars of form of the soul; these 
related parts arc in correspondence. 
This relationship is not hap-hazard or, 
partial, but orderly and complete: 
each part of man’s nature has its 
parallel on the other plane of his ex¬ 
istence. There is a like relationship 
between the two worlds which God has 
created to be the planes of action of 
the two respective parts of man’s na¬ 
ture. This correspondence, this rela¬ 
tion between the two worlds, between 
the two planes of human life. Is the 
key to the scriptures. What is said 
in the outward statement concerning 
people and objects in the natural 
world is representative of certain hu¬ 
man characteristics which maintain 
on the spiritual plane, and what is 
prophesied concerning apparently na¬ 
tural events, is to be understood as 
also prophecy of great spiritual 
changes which are to take place con¬ 
comitantly with the natural circum¬ 
stances described, as for example in 
the declaration regarding the second 
coming of the Lord. God has no spe¬ 
cial desire to tell us about the history 
of the Israelites, but He does long to 
teach us and all people hereafter, and 
indeed the angels in heaven, concern¬ 
ing the spiritual development thro 
which the soul of man must pass in 
its life journey from the Egypt of the 
world to the Holy Land of heaven. 
His chief purpose is to train man in 
the ways of living w'hlch characterize 
the heavens, and He has given His 
Word to tell us about those condi¬ 
tions. Manifestly no human mind 
could discover this hidden wisdom in 
the written message: it must be told 
by Him who knows all the states of 
life of those in the heavens and on the

earth, who underalanda .the whole 
system, and the' relations that exist 
between the various parts, who sees 
the end from the beginning. That 
inner sense is not an Incoherent gath¬ 
ering of fragments of symbolism: It 
is n perfect whole, a consistent de¬ 
scription of man's inner life, like the 
Inner garment of the lx)rd Himself, 
which w’as woven In one piece and 
without seam. The Lord Jesus Christ 
Himself, made known this fact and 
this system of interprelalion as he 
walked with the disciples on the way 
to Emmatis, after the Resurrection, 
'and opened their understandings that 
they might understand the Scrip¬ 
tures." and when, "beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, He expounded 
unto them In all the Scriptures the 
things concerning Himself" (Luke 
xxlv, 27). No one can grasp the spir¬ 
itual sense, except from the Lord, no 
one can see more than a few scatter¬ 
ed instances of the divine parallelism, 
unless the Lord open his vision and 
enlighten his eyes, because there is 
an earnest hunger in his heart for the 
righteousness of life which Is the es¬ 
sential of true wisdom.

NlIKKP IN NEW ENGLAND 
Ilj Gf^orge French 

When one thinks clearly about sheep 
In New England ho Is apt to get very 
impatient with the average Now Eng¬ 
lander who owns and works land. 
Probably a majority of farms In New 
England could support sheep, from 
a few to a large flock, and make money 
on the sheep while the sheep were all 
the while adding to the value of the 
pasture lands off of which they got 
most of their living. There are from 
two to three million acres of good 
sheep land In New England which is 
now of little use, and there are other 
thousands of acres now devoted to 
parturage that might be made from 
fifty to a hundred per cent, better If li 
were to be used as sheep pasturage. 

A wool expert once told me that 
there Is only about enough wool pro¬ 
duced annually in the world to make a 
vest each for the men who live In cli¬ 
mates where vests are necessary. 
Other wool men have scouted this es¬ 
timate. But it is certain that there is 
a ready market for all wool now 
raised, and would be for twice the 
quantity. And it is certain that New 
England farmers might add to their 
Incomes by keeping sheep. 

There are a few men in New England 
who make good money off of sheep 
One down In Connecticut makes some¬ 
thing like 1500 a year Just buying 
lambs in Chicago and fattening them 
for the spring market. Another man 
In Vermont makes 25 per cent, net off 
his sheep, and most of It In selling 
pure blooded stock and getting lambs 
into the New York market a few days 
ahead of others. This man was one of 
the best sheep men In New England. 
His farm is In Bennington. He is dead. 
He went to England to buy Dorset 
rams, and shipped on the Ill-fated 
“Titanic" for home. He managed a 
10,000-acre farm for a big New Yorker, 
and made the whole proposition pay 
10 per cent. net. He raised Jersey 
cattle, Berkshire hogs and Dorset 
sheep, with a slight mixture of a cer¬ 
tain Texan strain of blood. He was 
one of the best farmers I ever met, and 
made the best success, taking things 
all 'round. 

But it was as a sheep man that he 
most Interested me, and, 1 think, made 
his best success. He got his know¬ 
ledge in Texas, but his courage was 
born with him. It was his courage 
that made him a good and a profitable 
sheep man in New England, as It was 
his courage that had kept him alive 
since boyhood. He was. as a boy of 15, 
afficted with tuberculosis, and the fam¬ 
ily doctor had given him but a few 
months to live. He overheard the 
doctor's talk with his father, and cool¬ 
ly told the two men that he would live 
to bury them both, and that Incidental¬ 
ly he was going to Texas the next Sat¬ 
urday. He went, and was buffeted 
with good and bad luck there, but the 
diseased lungs mended. His whole life 
was a continuous adventure of over¬ 
coming. of plucking success from the 
Jaws of foreordained defeat; that Is, 
conditions that others believed to 
promise defeat. But when the “Titan¬ 
ic” went down he had to accept the 
glorious defeat that overtook that band 
of modern heroes, and go to the bottom 
of the sea after he had done his part 
In getting the women and children 
safely Into the boats. 

This man knew of no reason why 
sheep should not be raised In New 
England, and his experience proved 
that there Is no reason. Other men are 
afraid of dogs, but the dogs never got 
one of his sheep. Dogs will eat sheep 
if the shepherds let them, as bugs will 
eat squash and cucumber vines, rose 
bushes, fruit trees, and potato vlncsi 
if the farmers will let them. There is 
no need to let a dog have a single 
sheep In New England, If the farmers 
will take care of their sheep as they 
do of their vines and bushes and trees. 
The Bennington man kept his sheep in 
fields of about 40 acres, and had about 
40 sheep in each flock. He had dog- 
proof, but not dog-high, fences, and 
Ills Dorset sheep would flght any dog. 
The dogs did not trouble his sheep. If 
one of them ventured Into a sheep 
pasture, the flock bunched themselves, 
heads out, horns at present arms, and 
the rums stalked out to meet the 
enemy. The enemy was always glad to 
bout a quick retreat, and leap the fence 
to safety. 

A man hi Hampden county, Massa- 
chuseliB, took pains to keep costs on 
some of his ewes. Tliey were Dorset- 
Delulues, cross bred. One three-year- 
old tiuil cost him $15 brought him In 
one year a casli income of $21.50, 
whlcli Is 210 per cent. Another ewe, 
one of several lluit nuuic up the same 
records, brought him an even 100 per 
cent, net in one year—paid for herself 
twice within tlic space of 12 months, 
and In addition paid for her keep and 
care. There are not many lines of 
buBinesB that pay bettor Um]i this 
Of course, (his man put bruins and fl- 
nuncial management into his shcep- 
ruisiug. Tlio everuge <scrub shcc]), 
kept in the average careless way, will 
not puy out like this, ul the rate of $15 
a head, or even more. They will puy 
all the way from $2 u lieud up to four 
or live—about the same us good hens. 
There is no necessity of rating sheep 
with hens, hut many furmers continue 
to do so; though the farmer who 
makes no more than $3 per head per 
nniium off his sheep would not make 
$1 a head off of hens. 

From from sheep is largely a ques¬ 
tion of sheep eugenics. That man who 
cun arrange to have his owes Iamb ten 
days ahead of the usual lambing date 


all get big money for his spring 
ambs, It can be done. A few men 
;now how. It Is a question of com 
non-sense and taking advantage of the 
lablts of sheep and the hints nature Is 
ilways ready to give. The difference 
between $2 to |5 and $15 to $20 for 
lambs. Is a dlffrcnco that means large 
proflts. The latter rates can be got 
for lambs sent to market ten days or 
two weeks ahead of the regular supply, 
while the former prlocs arc about 
what good lambs will bring when the 
market is getting a normal seasonable 
spring supply. For example, the Ben¬ 
nington man I have mentioned got 
from $12 to $20 for a large proportion 
of his spring lambs. A man in Con¬ 
necticut who turns over $5,000 In 
spring Iambs every season gets big 
prices for a fair proportion of his 
lambs. A man in Massachusetts, who 
came here from the Chicago packing 
houses gets an average of $7 for his 
early Iambs. A Maine man, whose 
sheep pay him a gross return of $9.50 
each, gets from $10 to $12 for his early 
lambs. A Vermont man got 132 lambs 
from 98 eWGB, and sold them for$5.50 
each. A Vermont man has been In the 
sheep business for twenty years, and 
gets $3 a head for wool and $10 each 
for his lambs. And so it goes. The 
man who makes a good brain help In 
the business of sheep raising In New 
England can make good money. If he 
cannot make as much as $9 a head on 
hts owes he should get busy to dis¬ 
cover what Is the matter with himself. 
New England ought to be raising 25 
sheep where she Is now raising one. 
Think what a lot of money that would 
bring to the New England farmers, and 
all of the sheep pastures would be In¬ 
creasing In value at the rate of 10 per 
cent, per annum.

Mrs. W. E. Moore of Hillside road 
entertained the Newton Highlands 
Shakespeare Club on Saturday, Dec. 
13. Miss Edith McCann had charge of 
the Avork, continuing the study of Cym- 
bellne. She brought out the prevailing 
feature of the play to be the enchant¬ 
ing portraiture of the affections In 
their several varieties as exhibited by 
the different characters. In the prin¬ 
cipal agents of the drama. Imogen and 
Posthumus, we are presented with the 
passion In its grandest feature; in the 
brothers. Gulderlus and Arvtragus, we 
have the mysterious Instinct of frater¬ 
nal affection: in the stupid prince, 
Cloten, a contract of the animal affec¬ 
tion Is set forth: and lastly, the affec¬ 
tion of the menial attachment is ex¬ 
hibited in the beautiful character of 
Rlsanlo, the servant, one of Shake¬ 
speare’s favorite class of attendant 
gentlemen, like Horatio and Benvolio, 
of level understanding, faithful and 
devoted. 

Prof. Bliss Perry was listened to 
with the keenest interest and closest 
attention by the Waban Woman’s Club 
on Monday afternoon. He lectured on 
“Local Types In American Stories." 
first speaking of New England, (hen of 
the South and West.

Among the recent 
writers Fo.x uud Mary Jolinston were 
spoken of and he said tlie new Soutli 
was full of romance. The West gives 
us red hloodeil Action as written by 
Itex Beach and Jack London and tlien 
the brilliant stories of Briu Hart were 
mentionod.

Think 
of the dangers, perils and privations 
they suffered, not only on the trip 
across, but after arriving in Plymouth. 
What courage and self-denial It must 
tlon and reverence, when he or she 
have taken.” 

In referring to the Boston Tea Party, 
whose anniversary came on Tuesday, 
she said, “1 remember my grandfather 
telling the story, which ho had heard 
from his father who was in It, of how 
they slipped quietly down to the w'ater 
front, dressed as Indians, and hooa 
winked the English. I can see him 
now chuckling over it. 

"We often ask ourselves whether 
this generation has the same nobleness 
of character, the self-secriflclng spirit, 
the high sense of honor and the cour¬ 
age. ivhich marked the ages that have 
gone. That question was answered 
when the Titanic went down; on that 
ship there was not a coward. It only 
needs an emergency to bring out the 
fact that: “The Pilgrim spirit has not 
fled." 

The toast I propose is: “r.<ong life to 
the spirit and courage of the Fore¬ 
fathers.’

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE 

Mr. John B. Willis Makes Address at the Ml. 
Ida School 


I.Ast Friday evening, December 13, 
Mr. John B. Willla, Associate Editor 
of the Christian Science Periodi¬ 
cals, spoke at the regular chapel ex¬ 
ercises of the school to the students 
and teachers of the school. Mr. Wil¬ 
lis spoke with great Interest to all. 
giving his ideas of the higher concept 
and values of education. Below 
is given in general Mr. Willis' re¬ 
marks to the school. 

Mr. Willis also took dinner with the 
young ladles of the school, and met 
personally the students who attend 
the Mother Church in Boston. 

There are a good many ideas re¬ 
specting the meaning of education and 
it is worth our while to think about 
them. Many people think that educa¬ 
tion is an accretion and it is. How' 
wondroualy the knowledge of things 
has been accumulating during all the 
centuries. Step by step the fund of 
general information has been piling 
up and it has been placed at our dis¬ 
posal without any effort whatever up¬ 
on our part. This le true of every de¬ 
partment of human activity. If we 
give to our successors what our pre¬ 
decessors have given to us, we will 
certainly accomplish something worth 
while. It Is perhaps the crowning 
fact which distinguishes us from all 
other animals, that w'e can recognize 
how much there is to know, and how 
much we are indebted to others for 
what we have learned. This concept 
of education as an accretion of facts 
is a very interesting one, but very In¬ 
complete, because one may know a lot 
about things, without having any un¬ 
derstanding of things. 

There are a good many people also 
who think of education as a vocation¬ 
al equipment, and this idea Is very 
popular nowadays. Colleges are con¬ 
stantly increasing the privilege of se¬ 
lective courses. If a thing is not go¬ 
ing to add to one's equipment for do¬ 
ing something in a successful way, it 
is considered by many, as hardly 
worth while. Here, however, we need 
to remember that while this kind of 
an education will give a practically 
adequate man. It docs not give us the 
cultured man. This last calls for a 
knowledge of the relation of things, 
the philosophy of being. Today 
the world is greatly given to 
specialization. We used to have doc¬ 
tors who would treat every kind of a 
disability from top to toe, but now 


DK, FKISKIE DEAD 

Dr. Jesse Franklin Frisble, one of 
Newton’s oldest physicians, died Wed¬ 
nesday morning at his home, 483 Cen¬ 
tre street, after an illness of two days. 

He was born In Rochester, N. H., 
July 12. 1838, the son of Capt. Jesse 
and .Maria Jane (York) Frisble. He 
attended Austin Academy in Stafford. 

N. H.. in 1856, and Exeter Academy 
in 185G. After three years of teach¬ 
ing scliool. Dr. Frisbie became the 
principal of the Berwick Grammar 
School, which position be hold for a 
year, and iield the position of teaclier 
in the Rocliester High School the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

He graduated from the Harvard 
Medical School in the class of 1861, 
and begun his practice in Framing¬ 
ham. During 1862-1863 he was act¬ 
ing assistant surgeon in the United 
States Navy, and in 1864 and 1865 was 
In charge of the Wlscwell Barracks 
Hospital in Washington. D. C. At the 
close of the Civil War, Dr. Frisble 
practiced medicine in Woburn for 
three years, and also In Boston for a 
like time. 

In 1872 Dr. Frisble came to Newton, 
and bad since lived here. He served 
on the staff of the Newton Hospital 
from 1882 to 1888. He was the foun¬ 
der and president of the Newton Na¬ 
tural History Society, an cx-presldent 
of the Gynecological Society of Bos¬ 
ton and a member of the Massachu¬ 
setts Medical Society. 

He served in the old Common Coun¬ 
cil in 1882, and was also a member 
of the Board of Health from June 16, 
1885, to June 2, 1890, wiien he re¬ 
signed. 

He was also one of the most enllius- 
iastic members of Charles Ward l^ost, 

O. A. R., of Newton, and one of the: 
oldest members of the Monday Club. 
Funeral services will be held at hla 
late home Sunday afternoon at 2.30.

there Is need of as many specialists 
as you have parts, organs and dla- 
abllities. It is an Interesting fact that 
specialization always tends to nar¬ 
rowness. This is seen in the realm 
of industry. Nowadays the average 
workman must learn to do Just one 
thing and do it well and rapidly. To 
do one thing all the time is not very 
interesting, however, and vre are all 
familiar with the stupefying effects of 
a life work which Involves the doing 
of the same thing over and over again. 

There is yet another idea of educa-, 
tion which to me is far more interest¬ 
ing than these, and which grows more' 
important to my thought e%'ery day; 
—the idea that education means self- 
disrovery. The true individuality with 
which we should become acquainted is 
not the stupid self that wc may have 
known for a long time, but the splen¬ 
did selfhood of intelligence. When 
the average boy comeg to school he is 
rather a contradictory composite. He 
is a mixture of the good and the bad. 
of the spiritual and the material, of 
knowledge and Ignorance, of alert¬ 
ness and stupidity, and we have been 
thinking that this compound of oppo¬ 
sites constitutes the real boy. Such 
a sense of individuality is of course a 
discouraging one, because of the mani¬ 
fest impossibility of making truth out 
of error, intelligence out of non-intel¬ 
ligence, and it is this view that dis¬ 
courages the school teacher and makes 
his undertaking a great burden. When 
I one comes to think about It, however, 

I he sees that this can't be done, for we 
I know that there is no possible union 
or transmutation of opposites such as 
tight and darkness. The real educa¬ 
tion means discovery, an aw'akening 
to the true selfhood, which as we are 
taBUght is the image and likeness of 
infinite Truth, and beauty and good¬ 
ness. It is manifest, moreover, that 
sducatlbn should begin with the right 
concept of the work to be accomplish¬ 
ed. we should think of the one being 
taught as an imprisoned bird whose 
escape from the fetters of Ignorance 
it Is ours to effect. When we begin 
to think in this way we shall begin 
to address the true individuality. Ev¬ 
erything in the way of civill^tion. 
progress, or advancement, of any kind 
amounts simply to this, a false sense 
is being replaced by a true sense. Ed¬ 
ucation must free us from every fal¬ 
sity of human sense, and give us an 
acquaintance with unfallen man.

An innovation whereby the play- 
ponnd connected with the Stearna 
School, at Nonantnm. one of the three 
Newton playpronnda that has winter 
Bupcrvlsion. is to be placed tinder the 
direct mniiagenienl of the boys, la 
being tried. It has commenced with 
on election, which had all the fealnres 
of a campaign even to the detection 
of a youthful "repeater." 

The plan originated with lioster M. 
I^ane. one of the faculty of the school, 
who Is In charge of the playground. 
There are 2B0 boys enrolled there and 
of this number ninety-nine voted. First 
the boys were required to circulate 
nomination papers and when the nec¬ 
essary number of names were secured 
to flic tbe papers in the regular way. 
One candidate turned in his list writ¬ 
ten on a torn fragment of a paper bag. 
For the election the city voting booths 
In the basement of the school were 
used and regular election officers ap¬ 
pointed. Checking lists were brought 
Into use and ballots printed by a 
manual training class In the school 
T’ere used. Incidentally the only cost 
of the election was ten cents to pay 
for the paper on which the ballots 
were printed. 

John Mclntlre was appointed 'po¬ 
liceman" at the election and it was 
bis close scrutiny that resulted in the 
detection of a youngster who had voted 
under his right name and then tried 
to vote again under an assumed name, 
though he forgot this cognomen be- 
tw'een the time he entered one gale 
and was about to merge through the 
other. He was doing his utmost to as¬ 
sure the election of one of the can¬ 
didates for the president's office. 
There were three boys seeking that 
office, and Francis Feeley, who polled 
thlrly-slx voles, was the winner, while 
Charles Hayes had thirty-four voles 
and Edward Terrlo twenty. Dennis 
Shea was elected vice president. Ed¬ 
ward Shea secretary. Joseph Brooks 
treasurer, and Raymond Arcenault 
chosen for the executive council. 
George Bradley was warden of the 
election and was assisted by nine other 
boys. 

ALDGRHEIC CAFCUS 

The aWermen and aldermen-elect of 
the board of 1914 were in caucus Mon¬ 
day evening at City Hall to nominate 
officers for the ensuing year.

FURBER MEMORIAL AVI5DOW 

A memorial* window to Rev. Daniel 
Little Furber. D.D., and Marla Brig- 
am Furber, his wife, was unveiled 
and dedicated last Sunday morning at 
the First Church in Newton Centre, 
of which Rev. Dr. Furber was pastor 
for 52 years. 

The present pastor, Rev. Edward 
MacArlhur Noyes, conducted the serv¬ 
ice and preached the sermon on "The 
Ministry of Jesus” as indicated in the 
window. The act of dedication was re¬ 
cited by the congregation, and tlie 
prayer of dedication was offered by 
Rev. William H. Cobb. D.D., of New¬ 
ton Centre, librarian of the Congrega¬ 
tional Library and friend of the late 
Dr. Furber. Special music was sung 
by the church choir. 

In the evening a union service was 
held for the young people in which the 
Young People’s Society of the First 
Baptist Church joined. 


The Furber Memorial Window was 
designed and made by Charles J. Cou- 
nick of Boston. It Is reminiscent of 
the work of the masters of the craft 
in the Middle Ages. The treatment is 
frankly decorative rather than pictor¬ 
ial and the commanding feature of the 
composition throughout is the pure 
color employed, contrasting as it is 
with substantially heavy leads and 
iron bars, used in hoaest craftsman- 
like fashion. 

The window has for its central 
theme. "The Sermon on tbe Mount." 
which occupies the three centre panels 
of tbe upper tier of lancets. U is 
treated In its allegorical and symbolic 
aspects, rather than in a severely his¬ 
torical manner. The luminous silver- 
white and scarlet of the central figure 
recalls especially some of the wonder¬ 
ful effects which visitors to Chartres 
have observed in that storehouse of 
Jewelled windows. 

la the small tracery pieces, occur¬ 
ring In the upper part of the window, 
are angels bearing scrolls containing 
the beatitudes. These figures servs 
to give coherence to the entire compo- 
silioD, and also serve to enhance the 
importance of the central theme. In 
the four small panels that occur in 
groups of two on either side ot the 
three large panels, are shown repre¬ 
sentations of four important parables; 
"The Pharisee and the Publican,” "The 
Rich Man and I^azarus,” "The Good 
Samaritan” and "The Prodigal Son." 

The lower tier of panels show char¬ 
acteristic miracles, beginning at the 
left with the first miracle, "Tbe Turn¬ 
ing of Water Into Wine,” next to which 
Is “The Feeding of the Five Thou¬ 
sand.” In the three centre lower pan¬ 
els occurs the group representlug 
"The Miraculous Draught of Fishes" 
and "The (.'ailing of Peter. James and 



John.” The "Raising of Jalrus’s Daugh¬ 
ter” and the "Raising of Lazarus” are 
shown In the two lower right hand 
panels. 

The window cost $4500 and the rais¬ 
ing of the fund was part of the work 
of the committee on the two hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the church, 
which will be observed next fall.

Eighty percent 
of the natives are voters. 

Gold Is found and exported in great 
quantities and a gum from which ter¬ 
pentine and varnish are extracted la, 
another of the great Induatrlea of the 
colony. Among the curious early cus¬ 
toms mentioned was that of tatoolng, 
which was really a great art.

the condition corrected, and he is 
helped physically to be a better man. 

I bolieve the time will come when a 
man will enter our prlaona ae he would 
enter a school, a college or a hospital, 
and when he goes out into the world 
he win thank God that he has been 
within ite walla. I am not a aenil- 
mcnfaltat. 1 believe if a man breaks 
the laws he should be punished. When 
he etanda before the tribunal to be 
tried, when the jury has looked Into 
his case It ie right that all he has done 
should be known. Call him a thief, a 
murterer, anything you wish, but 
when he croaeea the threshold of the 
prison let all these terms be forgotten. 
No prison officer should ask about his 
crime. The thought should be, how 
can we help this man. Let is study 
the man and improve his detects both' 
morally and physically. I have talked 
to prisoners who have said they had 
been In four or five times and the pris¬ 
on offleers would come to me and say 
it was no use to try to improve them 
as they had been io four or five times 
and there Is nothing else for them, 
but when I looked straight at these 
men I found in almost every Instance 
that they had never had a square fair 
chance. I found that when they had 
gone forth into the world after their 
first sentence, intending to do better, 
doors were shut In their faces, and 
nothing was left but the underworld. 
In many instances Uiey were wearing 
the only clothes they possesed. 

t remember 00 % of the men 1 met in 
Sing Sing. He was a typical old timer, 
a burglar by profession. He had Just 
slipped into crime when he was very 
young and bad become a deniten of 
the underworld. I first met him the 
24th of May, eigbuen years ago at the 
flrat meeting held at Sing Sing. He 
had never been to a place of worship 
outside of the prison walls. He came 
at our chapel meeting and heard the 
measage. 1 do not think It was the 
message of a human voice, but one 
that rang through his very soul; It 
was the cal! to salvation. 1 have never 
forgotten that man. It was not long 
before an ofRcer came to me and salq 
“What has happened to so and soT We 
do not know, he is so changed. We 
can only say It is a miracle.** Now 
when I first met him he was serving 
a sixteen year term and be had nine 
years to serve. It was his fourth term 
in prison. He was transferred up to 
the prison at Danimora, which is the 
prison for old timers. My work by 
that time bad spread to that prison, 
so when I went there 1 saw him, and 
the first question he asked was about 
the old crowd. I would say that they 
were doing welt, and his face would 
light up, and he would say if so and so 
can do right so can I. Now he realized 
that the time to begin was not nine 
years hence but right there in prison 
It waa not long before other prisoners 
came to me for help and said “1 want 
to be like that man.** I had some 25 
men come to me with those words and 
take their first step toward a better 
life. He had no one In the world to 
write to and he would write to me. and 
he kept It up for nine years. Some of 
his letters were very pathetic, because 
when it came to Christmas time or the 
Fourth of July be would sit down and 
the letter would read; Dear Little 
Mother; In nine years and so many 
months and so many days 1 shall come 
home." It reminded me of my childhood 
days when I counted the time by days. 
He was crossing off the years and It 
seemed those nine years would never 
pass and yet they passed and finally 
one day he wrote “tbls day next month 
1 shall come home." Now he never 
had a home in his life, but by that time 
we had been able to make a home for 
him. where hopeless men may go, and 
he had been looking at the picturee 
and thinking and planning hie home. 
It was rather hard for me to sit down 
and answer that letter for the day he 
was coming I would be far away in the 
west, in Salt Lake City. 1 wrote him 
that I should be with him in spirit 
and that my son would be there to 
welcome him, and shortly after there 
come a letter from him so full of hope. 
Then there came the letter of our 
superintendent to say that he was a 
living benediction among other men. 
Now It has been the custom in Hope 
Hall that every man should leave his 
mark in the home If he has any special 
skill. He was walking through the 
grounds one day when he turned and 
said “1 cannot tell you how I long to 
go out und take my first position, but 
I do not want to go one day before the 
Little .Mother says *1 know this man 
and I cun recommend him." While I 
am waiting I am going to do my level 
best to leave my mark." He was such 
a pillar of strength. The man went to 
the village one day on a mission of 
trust that he was to fulflll, und there 
was in the village w'hlle he was there 
a terrible runaway accident. Thinking 
nothing of himself, counting not his 
own life ho sprang into the breach to 
save others. He was knocked down 
und trampled upon und was picked up 
terribly injured and curried home. 
They saw It was a desperate case and 


BO they telephoned to our hospital. In 
consulting with the surgeons they said 
there waa just one chance to save his 
life by operation. They operated and 
that one chance failed. When a few 
days had passed and there were only 
a few hours left, the doctors and nur¬ 
ses wrote these words to me "The Lit¬ 
tle Mother can be proud of her boy. 
There is never a murmur and never a 
word of complaint from his lips. Al¬ 
ways a smile and always patience." 

1 wrote a letter immediately, and when 
my secretary received it she went to 
his cot and saw that the shadow of 
death was fast approaching. She read 
the letter to him and then he asked 
her to lay It on the pillow so he could 
feel it. and turning and looking up Into 
her face he said “Tell me, do you real¬ 
ly believe God loves me?". She said. 
“Indeed, he does". He said, “The Lit¬ 
tle Mother loves me, doesn't she?" She 
said “Yes, the Little Mother loves you." 
He said “ Do you care?" She said 
“Yes, I care." His face lighted up and 
he said “How rich I am, God loves me, 
the Little Mother loves me, and you 
care, and I am so happy." And with 
that amlle on hia face he passed into 
the other world. I believe as he passed 
through those gates there was no an¬ 
gel to bar the way of an ex-convIct, 
and 1 believe that in those nine years 
in prison and that death which he died 
for others will be remembered, and 
that he has heard the worda "well 
done, good and faithful aervant.** 

The prison work Is divided into 
three divlalons. The first la the work 
we undertake for the men In the 
prison. 

To help the men in prison we have 
formed a league which binds these men 
together with a new and better pur¬ 
pose in life. There are over 78,000 men 
and women in the atatea' prisons of 
this country which we have enrolled. 
The testimony of wardens and super¬ 
intendents of the prisons where the 
league has covered say the discipline 
has improved 60 per cent. We have 
only to say that if the men want to 
live a new life they muat begin In the 
prison by obeying the prison rules 
and regulationa. 

The aecond is to help a man when 
he comes out of prison. Many of 
those men are homeless and friend- 
leaa. They have been given up and 
looked upon aa absolutely beyond re¬ 
deeming. Over 20,000 men have come 
Btraight to us from atate prisons. 
Over 12,000 have passed through our 
two homes, and you would be surprised 
the vast majority that make good if 
you give them a fair chance. Of the 
number taken to our homes 75 per 
cent have made good; 20 per cent, 
are doing all right but are counted 
among the doubtful ones, and only 5 
per cent, go back again, and so do 1. 

The third branch of the work Is to 
look after the wives and children of 
these men in prison. I have long felt 
that no state should profit by the work 
of its prisoners while the families are 
living in dire destitution. Some states 
have made a vast revenue through 
their prlaonera, I know of one atate 
that uaed to lease its prisoners for 
$500,000 a year and yet the state did 
not even feed and clothe these prison¬ 
ers and the families were left to 
starve. 1 have had people say to me 
that the prisoner of to-day is the child 
of a prisoner of yesterday, and they 
will go on and ask If the prisoner of 
to-day will not have criminal children 
and fill the prisons. I do not feel that 
If a father is a drunkard the poor little 
children are to blame, but I think in 
many instances the criminals of to-day 
are caused by the father's removal 
and there was no parental influence. 
The mother had to go to work for her 
children and the children are thrown 
upon the streets. In many instances 
the children go from door to door and 
beg. 

When 1 was In Chicago a very happy 
day came in the life of one of my boys 
in Joliet. At nineteen years of age be 
was imprisoned at Joliet for life. 
When I first met him many years ago 
his was one of the saddest cases 1 
ever saw. It looked as though his life 
had been wiped out. He was so long 
In prison and had been a very good 
prisoner, so was made a trusty. The 
lime came when they trusted him with 
the position of some importance. 
Close to the penitentiary is a little 
shanty of a depot and the trains stop 
at the penitentiary only wlien they are 
flagged. Every man that goes out 
from that prison goes from that sta¬ 
tion and there starts out into the 
world. This boy was given the duty 
of guarding that little elution and flag¬ 
ging the trains. For seven years he 
had flagged the trains for other people 
to go out Into the world. He has seen 
those same trolns run into the dark¬ 
ness and he has gone back into his 
prison cell. When he had served 
twenty years he took his case to the 
Governor and when 1 was last in 
Chicago his day hud come. My repre¬ 
sentative went up to bring him home, 
us 1 wanted to be ut home to welcome 
him. He went down llio track and 
took his little flag and flagged his own 
train. After seven years of flagging 
other prisoners’ trains at last his turn 
hud come. 

I saw him coming and ran down the 
steps to meet him and his face was so 
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radiant that he simply shone all day 
long. I found a position for him in 
Chicago with a good Christian man 
who watched over him and helped him 
in his new life and when I told his 
story was the day be waa being mar¬ 
ried to his old sweetheart of twenty 
years ago. I can say they lived happy 
ever after, 

Mrs. Booth stated that the members 
of the league at Hope Hall, that Is the 
released prisoners, represented all 
claases, nationalities, colors and 
trades, from poor laborers to a County 
Judge, whom Mra. Booth aald had 
Blipped from hia bench. 

At the close of the address, Mrs. 
Booth answered a number of questions 
which bad been sent up to the ros¬ 
trum, saying that she attributed atout 
76 per cent of the prison inmates to 
saloon Influences; that she did not 
believe in outside prison labor for 
state prison inmates, as it interfered 
with their education, their religion, 
training and learning a trade; that the 
pardoning power was proper when it 
did not free the man with a pull as 
against the man without influence; 
that the state should pay its prison* 
ers who have families to support and 
that some states now pay a percent¬ 
age of receipts after retaining enough 
to pay for board and keep; that she 
believed in the indeterminate sentence; 
that prisons should not be maintained 
in cities but in the country, as it 
improved men mentally, physically 
and morally to work on the soil.

PraetloM of Dividing Proflto It Sprttd* 
Ing Among tht Largo Kmployort 
of Labor. 

A loading carpet manufactaiing 
company In the United States made 
Ita fifth proflt-ah&rlng distribution 
among Its employes the other day. 
It paid out $82,000 to 3,500 employes, 
according to the length of their serv- j 
Ice. Those who have w’orked (or the 
firm for ten years received 10 per cent, 
of their earnings In the past six 
months, and those who had been em¬ 
ployed for five to ten years five per 

cent, of their earnings for the same 
period. 

The flret proflt-sharlng distribution 
of this company was mado on Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1911, and since then the 
share of the profits distributed among 
the employes has been $342,000. In 
Septem^3r. 1911, 1,600 employes shar¬ 
ed in $50,000; on March 1, 1912, 2,500 
employes received $66,000; on Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1912, 3,100 employes shared 
In $70,000; and last March there were 
3.300 reclploDts of $76,000. Two days 
after the last proflt-eharing payments 
were made by the carpet company 
$160,000 were destibuted to 150 em¬ 
ployes of a business house of South 
Bend. Ind. George Wyman left his es¬ 
tate to bis widow, requesting her at 
her death to bequeath hts fortune to 
the employes of his establishment. 

Accordingly, on September 3 $160,- 
OOO was distributed, not according to 
the length of service, but where It 
would do the most good. The gifts 
were from $60 to several thousands of 
dollars each! 

MAY DANCE AS THEY LIKE 

Bar Harbor Magnate Telle Good Story 
In Contradicting an Absurd 
Rumor. 

F. E. W^all. chairman of the select¬ 
men of Bar Harbor, laughed at the 
story that be proposed to abolish the 
turkey trot and bunny hug In the 
houses of the Bar Harbor cottagers. 

"There Is a little truth in the 
story," he said, “for we do intend to 
supervise our public dances, but to 
say we would penetrate with our rules 
and regulations Into the drawing 
rooms of our cottagers—ridiculous! 

“Why, this mixture of truth and ab¬ 
surdity reminds me of a newspaper 
paragraph I saw In a country paper 
the other day. It was an obituary 
paragraph, but a fire story bad got 
mixed with It, Just as absurdity has 
got mixed with our dance regulations, 
and the paragraph ran thus: 

“ 'The pall bearers lowered the body 
into the grave. It was consigned to 
the flames. There were few if any re¬ 
grets. for the old wreck had been an 
eyesore to the village for years. Of 
course, there was some slight Individ¬ 
ual loss, but this was fully covered by 
Insurance. "Good riddance" seemed to 
be the unlveraal sentiment.’ ” 

Prayer Monopoly. 

Judge William H. Hunt said at a 
luncheon In Washington the other 
day: 

"The Chinese beat us In many 
things—they even beet us In trusts. 

"Once, In my boyhood In New Or¬ 
leans, I got to know quite well Yot 
Lung, a laundry man. Tot bad hang¬ 
ing above his cot a queer pad of rice 
paper, like a calendar, all written 
over with Chinese characters. 

’’ 'What la that. Yot?’ I asked one 
day. 

" ’That,’ be answered, ’is a prayer 

book. I tear off half a sheet every 
night and half a sheet every morning, 
for the good pray twice a day.' 

"He went on to explain that a cor¬ 
poration in Pekin had the monopoly of 
these prayer books, a copyright pro¬ 
tected them, and any one who in¬ 
fringed the copyright got a year in 
Jail. 

"A monopoly of a nation's prayer! i 
A monopoly of oil or peat or steel; 
seems trifling beside that, eh?" 

Much Good In Laughter. 

"Laugh and grow fat,' is the popu¬ 
lar maxim which is often quoted to 
pessimists, and some Interesting re¬ 
marks on the value of laughter were 
made by Dr. W. McDougail at one of 
the recent meetings of the British as¬ 
sociation. The doctor defined laugh¬ 
ter as Nature's protection against the 
sympathetic processes. "We often 
laugh," he said, "at the minor misfor¬ 
tunes of other people, in order not to 
be driven to tears by them. Our nat¬ 
ural Inclination in face of calamities 
befalling other people is to feel de¬ 
pressed. In order that this depres¬ 
sion may not prove too overwhelming 
in its effects .Nature sets up a demand 
that we shall iaugli instead- And 
thus laughter gives the stimulus that 
promotes good health.

Onijr Small Bum of Monay Nasdad to 

Preaerva It Prom Poaalbla 
Daatruetlon* 

Scottsmen the world over will hear 
with mingled feelings that Fllson 
Young, Irish author, is making an elo¬ 
quent appeal for $500 to preserve the 
house at the little Scottish village of 
I Bcclefechan in which Thomas Car 
lyle was born, and which was built 
by the labor of bis own father's hon¬ 
est bands, 

"His father, who was a master ma¬ 
son, built It himself In partnership 
with his brother, and the house wae 
divided in two halves, occupied re¬ 
spectively by the famiitoa of the two 
brothers. It is known as The Arched 
House because the low’er part Is divid¬ 
ed in the middle by an open archway, 
with two doors of entrance on either 
side of it. The building thus stands 
by Itself. 

"In the northern of these two houses 
Carlyle wae born in 1796; and, with 
the small accumulated fund aforesaid, 
the Carlyle House Memorial Trust 
were able to buy this four-room birth¬ 
place of a famous man, and preserve 
it for the public, and equip it as a 
memorial of him in the same way as 
the house in Cheyne row in London is 
equipped. But they were not able to 
buy the other, or southern half of the 
Arched House, and so long as it re¬ 
mains the property of some one else 
the dignity and even the security of 
the^ther half is threatened. 

"It can now be bought for $500, and 
easily let to a desirable tenant at an 
annual rent of $30 or $35, so that the 
transaction would be a profitable one; 
and at the same time this little build¬ 
ing, which stands complete In Itself, 
would be assured from degredation or 
demolition." 

One cynical newspaper man, how¬ 
ever, headed this most worthy appeal, 
"Is Andrew Carnegie dead?" 

DEAL MAINLY IN MILLIONS 

Open-Handed Generosity of American 
Plutocrats le Something to 
Marvef At- 

A cable dispatch the past week an¬ 
nounced, with quite a flourish of 
trumpets, that the money value of the 
magnificent dlcplay of gifts at the wed¬ 
ding of the royal Prince Arthur of 
Connaught and the Duchess of Fife 
was estimated at no less a sum than 
$760,000. The number and generosity 
of the donors are reported to have oc¬ 
casioned a great wagging of tongues 
and a general lifting of eyebrows in , 
the assembled ranks of royalty. On 
the same day there was recorded a 
wedding at Baltimore on which occa¬ 
sion the father of the groom, Mr. 
Henry Clay Frick, presented to the 
bride his check for $2,000,000, while 
the fortunate groom received from bis 
father securities valued at $12,006,000. 
No. mention was made of other, gifts, 
which were presumably numerous and 
cqgtly, to use the familiar phrase. Com¬ 
paratively speaking, how meager and 
unlmposlng are the evidences of the 
esteem of European potentates and 
princes when contrasted with the to¬ 
kens of the open-handed generosity of 
our American plutocracy nowadays! 

Queens Earn Their Own Living. 

Queen Mary has written an essay 
on panting on china and is an expert 
in that art. More than one reigning 
queen could earn her own living 
should necessity demand that she go 
to work. The queen of the Belilians 
has taken a medical degree at Leip¬ 
zig. and assisted her father, Duke 
Charles Theodore, of Bavaria, in bis 
practice as an oculist. Carmen Sylva 
could, of pourse, make a good Income 
as an author, and might obtain a post 
as secretary, for, in addition to her 
knowledge of languages, she writes 
shorthand and is an expert typist. An¬ 
other versatile sovereign is the queen 
of Norway, who paints admirably, 
trims bats in a style that would en¬ 
sure her a good salary from any high 
' class milliner, and is a bookbinder of 
more than average skill. The Ger- 
, man empress and Queen Wilhelmina 
I of Holland might keep themselves* go¬ 
ing by painting miniatures. 

Test Contradicts Theory. 

The recent scientific baby contests 
in New York and elsewhere disclosed 
the Interesting fact that the ‘prize¬ 
winners usually belonged to very poor 
parents whfi bad broken every law 
of eugenics, of heredity, and of hy¬ 
giene. Now comes a similar report 
from Japan. The children of the pri¬ 
mary schools In Tokyo have been med¬ 
ically examined with the result that 
the babies from the middle anti lower 
elements of the population were of 
superior development to the others.

QUEER OLD PIECE OF ROCK 


Part of It Was Made In the Devonian 
Period by Animala Living In 
Sheila. 

A curious piece of rock resembling 
somewhat a dog's head, is In the posses¬ 
sion of W. C. Strickler. "It was born, 
so I am told," says Mr. Strickler, 
“where Pennsylvania now Is, millions 
of years ago. It Is composed of two 
kinds of rock. The under rock and 
the borne, that look like eyes. Is of 
igneous origin, had its birth in fire, 
and the upper rock, which belongs to 
the Devonian period, was deposited on 
the sea floor by little animals that 
live in shells. One of these shells 
can be seen under the right eye and 
Is called by geologists "Atrypa Retl- 
cularus," reticulated like a lady’s veil.

Par¬ 
ents will grieve over the loss of the 
young, but they apparently have no 
conception of death. There is deep 
sympathy, or something very close to 
It among animals. A cry of distress 
from a fellow-beast or bird in trouble 
will bring others from all directions. 
There Is a powerful Instinct on tbe 
part of all animals to protect tbe 
young when In trouble. Hogs and cat¬ 
tle are among the most dangerous of 
domestic animals when aroused; the 
surest way to arouse them Is to in¬ 
jure their young. Let a bird utter a 
call for help, and Instantly the air 
around will be filled with feathered 
champions of the victim. 


CONCRETE TO HOLD A RIVER 


Material Used to Patch Holes In Bad 

Through Which the Water Period¬ 
ically Vanishee. 

It has been found necessary to put 
another patch on the bed of tbe Blanco 
river, says tbe Martlndale (Tex.) Die- 
patch. 'This stream has a remarkable 
way of losing itself, and In order to 
restore It to Its surface channel, a 
ooncrete patch has been placed upon 
the holes through which it disappears. 

For many years it has been empty¬ 
ing portions of its flow into small 
holes in its bed, hut it was not until 
about a year ago that tbe entire bot¬ 
tom. so to speak, dropped out at a 
point near San Marcos. *** 

In one night the river below that 
point went dry. It had had a width 
of nearly 200 feet and was flowing a 
strong current until the sudden dis¬ 
appearance of tbe water. Tbe drying 
up of the stream meant heavy losses 
to persons dependent upon it for water 
supply. 

Civil engineer* were consulted in re¬ 
gard to restoring the flow, and it was 
decided to patch the bole Into which 
tbe water was emptying. This was 
done at a heavy expeoBe. 

A few days ago the river wore an¬ 
other big hole through the bed twenty 
miles northeast of here and the same 
method of patching is being followed.

WorlcTs Turquoise. 

Ninety-nine per cent, of the world's 
turquoise comes from the mines of 
Nlshapur, in Khorasean. the Persian 
cHy, by the way. In which Omar Khay- 
yafn was born and is buried. 

The mines are situated la a range 
of hills consisting entirely of porphy¬ 
ries, greenstone, limestone, and sand¬ 
stone. The turquoise is found In veins 
In the rocks. 'This ridge of hills runs 
to a height of 6,655 feet; the highest 
point at which turquoise has been 
found Is 6,800 feet above sea level; 
the lowest point, 4,800 feet. 

One mine is entered through a nat¬ 
ural cave running out on to the side 
of the mountain, and is worked by 
means of rough shafts and levels. 

“In a Scrape." 

The expression, "to get Into a 
scrape," referred at one time to any 
one who fell Into a deep rut in the 
forest. When the deer run wild In 
the forest they frequently cut deep 
gullies among the trees, due to their 
constantly running backward and for» 
ward over the same ground. The cuts 
so made In the forest were known 
as deer scrapes, and It sometimes 
happened that a woodman fell Into 
them, sometimea to bis great danger, 
for they were frequently quite deep. 
Hence the phrase "to get Into a

It. after 
soma days, this appears to be Ineffeo- 
tlva. it Is concluded that the etekness 
ts one Incapable of curs In this man¬ 
ner. but la caused by some inimical In¬ 
fluence, and must therefore be due to 
either a glance of the evil eye. the ac¬ 
tion of a demon, or some evil planetary 
action. The soothsayer Is then sent 
for, and this worthy, after examining 
the patient, names the demon or spirit 
responsible for the malady. An offer¬ 
ing Is then made to the demon in the 
form of food, a coin, or a piece of 
cloth. Then follows the professional 
dance, carried out by the devil 
dancera. Two men clad In gorgeous 
garments and wearing strange head¬ 
dresses and masks go through a num¬ 
ber of grotesque and extraordinary 
evolutions to the heating of the tom¬ 
toms, making weird noises the while. 
This Is kept up for hours, sometimes 
all night, and Is always performed 
within sight of the sick person. In the 
complete ceremonies of the demon 
called Samhl Yaka, who can see con- 
vutslona, severe toothache, headache, 
etc., no fewer than 32 different masks 
are worn in turn by the dancer8.*Curi- 
ously enough, observers state that 
these strange ceremonies usually have 
a favorable effect upon the patlent'e 
tUnese. 

HIS LIFE ONE OF HARDSHIP 

Cuban Parmer*e Lot May Be Said te 
Be Almost Hopeleea at the 
Present Tims. 

The Cuban farmer works more and 
harder than any other countryman of 
the world. He makes of himself a 
beast of burden, and becomes bent 
under the weight of his toll. He is ab¬ 
solutely destitute of any preparation 
for his llfework. 

He doea not know how to read or 
write or count; he has no notion ol 
anything, nor does he hear anything 
talked of; the nation preserves him in 
the crude. He doesn't read because be 
doeen't know how, for in this country 
there is nothing about agriculture of 
the least utility or profit published— 
In fact, there la no agrieuiturai matter 
publlahed St all. If an agricultural ex¬ 
periment station Is established, it 
promptly becomes a purely bureau¬ 
cratic center, absolutely useless, 
though abserbiog an enormous amount 
of money wHbout publishing a page. 

The government annoiwces branch 
experiment stattone, but the publlo 
knows In advance that they will be 
centers, founded solely to furnish jobs 
for political friends and henchmen. In 
which no one will he found to know 
anything about anything, and where 
I nobody will try to teach any one any¬ 
thing. and whither nobody will take 
the trouble to go in hope of learoisg 
anything.

Wsird Story of Qlstgow Ship. 

A remarkable story of the sea has 
just come to light It is stated that 
the survivors of a vessel wrecked off 
Cape Horn found the wrecked Glas¬ 
gow ship Marlborough in a cove, with 
twenty skeletons near by. 

The Marlborough left Lyttelton, 
New Zealand, la January. 1890. for 
London, and was not bearff of again. 
It was supposed that she sank In a 
collision with an Iceberg. Her caj^ 
tain was W. Alrd. 

Lloyd's Register shows that the 
Marlborough wae an iron tw’o-deck 
sailing vessel that has been missing 
from her port, Glasgow, since Janu¬ 
ary, 1890. The owners are Messrs. 
J. Leslie ft Co.. Glasgow. She was 
built In 1876 by Messrs. R. Duncan ft 
Co., and was placed in the special 
survey class of Lloyd's Register. Sbe 
was 226 feet long, 85 feet wide, and 
21 feet deep. 

“Made In England.*” 

Orders are frequently sent to Brit¬ 
ish and French label makers for labels 
bearing fancy descriptions, constitut¬ 
ing a false deecripUon of origin, for 
the South American trada. These 
makers are requested to executo or¬ 
ders for labels bearing such Indica¬ 
tions as Bmitb, Regent street; Brown, 
Plooadtlly; Oabrielle or Susanne, Rue 
de la PaU.

Former Smelled the Great Acter*e 
Beefsteak snd Was Quick to 
Accept the Invitaticn. 

or bis old days at the Lyceum thea¬ 
ter in London with the late Sir Henry 
Irving, Forbes-Robertson tells many 
Interesting anecdotes. Among others 
Is one of William Terries, physically 
the bandsomest actor of fals day: 
"Irving was very fond of Bill Terrise, 
and was mightily amused by the un- 
conacloue impertinence with which 
Terries treat^ him. Irving had a grill¬ 
room (called the Beefsteak club) Juet 
off the stage, near hie own dressing 
room. One night Terries smelled the 
savory odor of appetizing cooking. 
’Fine smell, that, guv-nor!* be said to 
Irving during a wait In the wings. ’Yea, 
very good.' agreed Irving, and added: 
’You must come along some time and 
have supper with me, my boy!’ ’Noth¬ 
ing would please me better, guv-nor,' 
said Terries, to which Irving replied:

BUST IS T HAT OF AMERICAN 

Identity ef Model, Long a Puzxle to 

Parielane, Has at Laet Rtan 

Cleared Up. 

The mysterious bust discovered In 
the Boulevard de la Cbapelle, Paris, 
has at last been Identified. Perched 
on top of a one- 8 tory shop like a senti¬ 
nel oa a chimney. It attracted only a 
momentary glance from the hurried 
passer-by and was then forgotten. 

Lincoln Warde, an American tourist, 
recognised his countryman. In this 
oddly placed monument and U able 
to give the details which follow. This 
bust is of the late William Smith 
Qnrner, one-time member of the board 
of trade of Jacksonville, Fla., who 
dedicated his fortune and bis life to 
the defense of the oppressed.

It was 
finally sold by the occupants of the 
studio and eventually became the prop¬ 
erty of the proprietor of the tiny shop 
on this boulevard near the Eastern 
railway station.

THROUGH THE SARGASSO SEA 

Captain Brings Rspert of Bpol Bo 
Drsadsd by Msrlnsrs In tho 
Days of Balls. 

Capt. B. A. Beauehant, eommandlnf 
Albyn steamship Thlstletoe, has sent 
a report to the Imperial merchant 
service guild of Japan on his experi¬ 
ence In a mysterious stretch of sea 
in tbe Atlantic, called the Sargasso 
sea, which Is almost In s line with the 
Gulf of Mexico, about 800 miles south¬ 
east of the Bermudas. It Is said to 
have been discovered by Columbus, 
who was Involved In It for a fortnight. 
"I sailed from Norfolk, Va., for Rio de 
Janeiro, South America, on May 1,” 
runs the captain's report. "On the 
next day we fell !n with the gulf of 
weeds, and day after day we passed 
through large patches that were 
spread all over the ocean as far as tbe 
eye could see. About five p. m. on 
May 7 the temperature of the sea wa¬ 
ter suddenly rose 20 degrees, and I no¬ 
ticed that small objects were floating 
around the different patches of weeds, 
and with the binoculars I found them 
to be red-brown berries. The sea wa¬ 
ter at these places was covered with 
milllODB of small jellyfish and "Portu¬ 
guese men-of-war" fa bubble-llke trop¬ 
ical fish with stinging tenacles), soma 
just appearing like huge bubbles with 
their sails set, reflecting all the hues 
of the rainbow. Flylog flsb were there 
In great number, and it seemed to be 
the proper breeding ground for them, 
as the patches between the weeds 
were full of young fish." 


VALUABLE MONKEY IS LOST 


Johns Hopkins Hospital Misses Little 

Animal Holding the Key to a Very 
Rare Dlseaie, 

A small monkey, which scientists of 
the pathological department of Johns 
Hopkins believe bolds tbe key to the 
solution of a rare and fatal disease, 
mysteriously disappeared from Its 
cage In the Hunterian laboratory and 
no trace of it has been discovered. 

Whether the animal was atolen or 
escaped from its cage and Intelligently 
closed and fastened the door behind It 
remains as much a myeteryks the ali¬ 
ment with which It was believed to 
have been inoculated, and from which 
there bave been flve deaths at Johns 
Hopkins hospital In the last year. 

Dr. Harry Schmelsser, who has been 
making the experiments, said that he 
did not believe the animal could com¬ 
municate the malady to humans. It 
showed evident symptoms of the dis¬ 
ease. according to Doctor Schmelsser, 
and he is practically certain hla experi¬ 
ments have been successful. He be¬ 
gan them early this year. 

Physlciana and scientlate all the 
world over. It was asserted, have tried, 
without BuccesB, to transmit this dis¬ 
order to some of the lower animals 
for the purpose of study.

VITAL GROWTH OF GERMANY 

Inersnss of Population, ns of Wsaltb, 
Must Bo Most Gratifying to tho 
Country. 

An Important work on the rrogresa 
of Germany and Its social development 
during the last fifty yeers has Just 
been published by Dr. Helffeiich. the 
director of the German bank. The 
most satisfactory feature In this rec¬ 
ord Is the Increase In Germany's popu¬ 
lation. In 1816 Germany had 26,000,000 
inhabitants; In 1888 48.000,000, and in 
1912, 66,000,000. It Is true that the 
percentage of births has fallen from 
40.7 per 1.000 to 29.6. In spite of this 
fall the proportional yearly Increase 
In Germany (s larger than In any other 
European country, Roesla Included, 
and la nearly 2 per cent, more than In 
Great Britain, although the death-rate 
In Germany la still higher than In 
this country. In fact, the Increase in 
the German population la progressive. 
In the period 1881-90 this increase 
amounted to OH millions; In 1891-1900 
to 7.3 millions, and In tbe next ten 
years to 8 2-3 millions. This was part¬ 
ly due to tbe decrease In emigration, 
as well as to tbe rapid decline in the 
death-rate. It is estimated tbat In 1950 
Germany will bave nearly one hundred 
million people. In these circum¬ 
stances It la not Burprtiing that the 
vital statistics of the country, aa ex¬ 
plained In Dr. Helfferlcb’s book, should 
cause serious misgivings In France.~- 
Westmlnster Gazette. 


WITH THE PASSING OF MAN 

Writer Is Looking Somewhat to the 

Future, but the Times Seem to 
Warrant It, 

Man; A once useful animal, who 
lived on the earth for the purpose of 
enabling woman to reach her present 
exalted position. Strange as it may 
seem, it ia doubtful if without him 
woman could be what she la at pres¬ 
ent. Man was employed on railroads, 
In mines and at the head of primitive 
states.

Rand Gold Indi^try. 

The economic value of tbe Sooth 
African gold Industry and the conse¬ 
quences to the world at large, should 
a strike ever cloee the mines for any 
length of time, are dUScuit to esti¬ 
mate. Last year, according to tbe 
London Chronicle, almost 38,000.000 
pounds sterling worth of gold was ta¬ 
ken out of the mines of tbe "Wit* 
watersrand.’’ A large part of this vast 
sum remained in tbe country to be 
used to pay the wages of the 23,000 
Europeans employed In the mines and 
of tbe almost 200,000 natives. 

The recent industrial upheaval In 
tbe "Rand" bas called more attention 
to tbe ’’Reer* tbat supplied tbe whole 
world with tbe greater part of its gold, 
because the money centers of Europe 
openly feared tbat even a temporary 
suspension of work in South Africa 
would paralyze tbe world’s finances. 
But, fortunately, this has been averted 
by tbe speedy termination of the 
strike. 


The Rhine ef Pompeii. 

Animal stories are somew-bat rare 
in archaeology, but these pictures will 
help to tell a story which has been 
occupying the serious attention of 
German antiquaries. Before the Ber¬ 
lin Society of tbe History of Art, Dr. 
Harry David recently announced his 
discovery of a "fraud" In tbe Naples 
museum. In tbe shape of tbe bas-relief 
of a rbinoceroB said to bave been 
found at Pompeii. 

Tbe doctor triumphantly pointed out 
that the bas-relief was really a copy 
of a drawing by Durer In the British 
museum, and tbat, therefore, the Ital¬ 
ians had been deceived. The Italian 
authorities, however, retorted by stat¬ 
ing that the bas-relief did not appear 
In any ottlclaJ catalogue, and tbat, as 
a matter of fact, tbe “fraud" was 
really tbe result of a book by a Ger¬ 
man WTlter! 


Punch's Cover Design Changed. 

When tbe famous cover design of 
Punch Is altered, at the beginning of 
next month It will be tbe first change 
In nearly seventy years, although dur¬ 
ing tbe first three years of the {Paper’s 
existence It was the custom to change 
the design every six months. Tbat 
now in use, which is only to be al¬ 
tered by printing In two colors. Is by 
"Dicky" Doyle, a fact known to most 
readers of our contemporary, although 
few probably know that one of the 
earlier covers was yf Sir John Gilbert 
DoyJe’s design was first used In Jan¬ 
uary, 1849. when part three of "Pen- 
dennls" had just appeared.—London 
Globe.

"They were given a large, sunny 
‘home’ room, a cooking and a sewing 
laboratory that were supplied with 
every article of equipment that could 
possibly be required, and a large well- 
lighted room for work in design." 

"The segregation of the class was a 
very important element In the success 
of the undertaking." 

Methods of Amnsing Girls to Effort 

"From the very first the attempt 
was made to cause the girls to realise 
the splendid advantages given them in 
their new environment. In the belief 
that nothing will clear a befogged 
mind or quicken sluggish mental proc- , 
esses so well as a strong desire to bet¬ 
ter one’s condition, an effort was made, 
to arouse the Imagination of each pu¬ 
pil until she saw herself working suc¬ 
cessfully In some honorable vocation. 
Success in any part of the dally 
school work was commended In the 
effort to establish the 'success habit.' 

"A brief study of some of the more 
common vocations for girls was made 
In connection with some most Interest¬ 
ing talks that were given the class by 
the head nurse of the city hospital, a 
woman physician of Newton, the direc¬ 
tor of the Boston School of Salesman¬ 
ship, the head librarian of the Newton 
public library, a member of the school 
board, the superintendent of schools 
and the manager of a large depart¬ 
ment store." 

"The girls wrote reports of each one 
of these talks upon vocations, both as 
an exercise in English and also for the 
purpose of impressing upon their 
minds the facts given in regard to the 
vocations. Small groups visited the 
manufacturing plants In their section 
of the city, and reports were made of 
these visits. Certain girls were delegat¬ 
ed to report upon the manner of the 
salesgirls In some of the large city 
stores. The telephone school and the 
telegraph exchange were visited by 
other groups. A list of the vocational 
opportunities for girls In Newton was 
made and studied." 

Home Conditions Studied 

"As far as possible, the home condi¬ 
tions of the pupils were studied and 
calls were made at the most of their 
homes during the year. In this man¬ 
ner much valuable Information w'as 
obtained which could be used in ad¬ 
vising the pupil as to her course In the 
school and her preparation for later 
work. Sometimes a chance remark of 
the mother would throw a flood of 
light upon the girl's natural abilities, 
thus revealing pOBSibllltles which her 
teacher could not have discovered 
without this help." 

"Education must make all the hours 
of life worth living as well as training 
one to earn a living. Therefore a taste 
for good reading must be acquired by 
these young workers." 

"During the year each pupil memor¬ 
ized and recited at least 10 choice 
poems. About 60 carefully selected 
books from the Public Library were 
kept in the schoolroom, and 60 small 
volumes of English classics were 
bought by the class as a nucleus of a 
permanent school library. Every Fri¬ 
day a report was made upon the read¬ 
ing that the pupil had done through 
the week. The very small number of' 
books upon girls' work were kept in 
the school room for study and refer¬ 
ence, as were also the government 
reports upon women's work." 

"In arithmetic all w'ork was elimin¬ 
ated. excepting practical problems In 
housekeeping, Suwlng. millinery and 
expense accounts. These problems 
originated in the work In household 
economics. The motive for doing the 
work was understood before the task 
was attempted. The work In hygiene 
was made very practical, and helped 
several girls to rid themselves of ten¬ 
dencies to spinal curvatures and of 
bad habits of living. The Improve¬ 
ment In the physique of the girls at 
the close of the year was a matter oi 
comment. The lectures upon hygiene, 
to w’hlch reference has been made 
were of the greatest possible help to 
the girls." 

"In commercial geography a talk Il¬ 
lustrated by the reflectoscope summed 
up the lessons each week, and the gift 
of a large number of minerals by the 
Smithsonian Institution and other 
specimens from several manufacturing 
plants made it possible to present the 
lessons in a concrete manner. A brief 
summary of the industrial history of 
the country and of .Massachusetts con¬ 
stituted the most of the year’s work. 
As far as was practicable this work 
grew out of the work In household 
arts and thus the motive for the study 
was understood by the pupil." 

>Vurk In Cooking, Mening, Design 

"In cooking, each girl learned to 
make over 70 different articles of food, 
tlie (Host of which were thoroughly 
tested, us the food was all sold there, 
in the school lunchroom. Besides 
this, the girls learned Invaluable les¬ 
sons in neatness and care of equip¬ 
ment." 

"In sewing, a complete set of under¬ 
clothes was made, besides u cooking 
uniform, and some of the girls made 


dr«u«B. In doflgti much valuabls In¬ 
formation was received In regard to 
harmony of line and color. Hnla were 
deeigned nnd many arUelea for house¬ 
hold use, and a few dreasea which 
were afterward made In the sewing 
department. White thla work was 
not conducted as It would be In a trade 
school, In which speed and n salable 
product are the great faotora. the work 
was dtatlnctlvely vocational In Iti na¬ 
ture, and In some cases determined 
the vocation of the girl when a wage 
earner." 

"It had not been expected when 
these girla entered the class that many 
of them would remain In the school 
more than one year, and It waa a mat¬ 
ter that gsTO much pleasure at the 
close of the year to find that a large 
number were Intending to return to 
the school another year." 

'*Of the 46 girls In the class at the 
end of the year 35 were given gram¬ 
mar school diplomas and special cer¬ 
tificates. Of this number 26 entered 
the regular class of the technical high 
school. 16 In the commercial, one in 
the fine arts, and nine in household 
economics department. Two entered 
the Newton Classical high school. One 
entered a boarding Bch<H>l. Four 
worked In the Newton Manufacturing 
Company, where they had been work¬ 
ing afternoons during the school year, 
and one of the promising girls was 
obliged to leave school to become a| 
nursemaid." 

"Of the 10 girls who were not pre¬ 
pared to receive a diploma, two re¬ 
turned to the special transfer class, 
where they did good work, and entered 
the regular course of the high school 
the next year. Two left to clerk In 
stores. Two worked in factories. 
Two stayed at home, and two moved 
from the city. Of the girls who en¬ 
tered the regular high school class. 12 
are now In our school and are doing 
good work. Two are in other schools, 
or the others. 10 are working as mil¬ 
liners, three are aeamstreases and 
dressmakers, three are salesgirls." 
Boston Herald.

AI6RBTTRB GOING OUT OF 
FASHION 

All signs Indicate thaL at last, 
American women of fashlou are giving 
up the real aigrette composed of the 
feathers of the egret, These beauti¬ 
ful white plumes, worth their weight 
in gold only a year ago, are now seen 
on the headgear of maldaervanta. 
cooka and colored girls. This indi¬ 
cates that the mlstreasea are passing 
them on. States have legislated 
against their use, moving picture 
shows have ahown the killing of the 
parent birds with young left starving 
In the nests, Audubon Societies have 
sent out tons of literature, regarding 
the threatened extermination of the 
species, the government has forbidden 
the importation of their plumage and 
now even the importers have practi¬ 
cally given up dealing in the feathers. 
Cheap Imitations are taking their place 
on every hand, and at last It seems 
possible to save the beautiful birds 
from extinction. 

Last spring, I stated in these col¬ 
umns that the repulsive and horrible 
slaughter of wild birds for their plum¬ 
age must be stopped. Already two 
great steps In this direction have been 
taken. Australia and the United 
States have prohibited the Importation 
of the feathers of wild birds. Other 
nations will follow their example. If 
we are to atop forever the extermina¬ 
tion of wild birds for their plumage, 
every civilized country must forbid 
importation and eventually, every 
State must forbid sale or possession 
of the plumage of wild birds except for 
scientific or educational purposes. 

There are many women stilt who 
will wear feathers, careless of how 
they are obtained, careless of what 
laws are broken to secure them or I 
what species are exterminated. It is j 
now 80 well known that wild birds’' 
plumage, used for millinery purposes, 
la taken mainly by killing the birds in 
the breeding season when the plumage 
is at its best and when the death of 
each pair of birds means also the de¬ 
struction of their eggs or the linger¬ 
ing death of their young, that no one 
has the excuse of Ignorance except 
when deceived by dealers. This some¬ 
times happens. It has been given out 
that the so-called "numldl" feathers 
now BO popular, come from Africa 
where the birds that bear them are 
domesticated like the common hen. 
In reality, these feathers come from 
three closely allied pheasants, chief 
of which Is the Manchurian. The long 
feathers, used for millinery purposes, 
grow over the tall of the bird, forming 
a train somewhat like that of the pea¬ 
cock but very light In color. These 
feathers are dyed, bent, made up and 
sold as "numldl". The pheasants that 
bear them are natives of Eastern Asia 
where they are rapidly being exter¬ 
minated for the feather trade and will 
soon be swept from the face of the 
earth unless the trade in their feathers 
can be stopped. 

As it Is DOW illegal to Import these 
or the feathers of any other wild bird 
Into the United States, why do we see 
such a remarkable display of them on 
the headgear of the women whom we 
meet? Thla is the result of two caus¬ 
es; first, ignorance or carelessness on 
the part of the women, and second, 
an attempt on the part of the Import¬ 
ers to get rid of the stock they have 
on hand. Some of the dealers, being 
warned in advance that the plumage 
proviso, prohibiting tbe Importation 
of tbe plumage of wild birds, would 
be passed by Congress, Importing all 
the feathers they could buy while the 
"buying was good". A deal er told a 
government official last August that 
he should borrow every dollar be 
could and invest It all in paradise 
feathers, pending the rise in price 
that was sure to come when the feath¬ 
ers could no longer be legally import¬ 
ed.
